FINCEN is the largest government run artificial-intelligence 
data base ever established. FINCEN has over 200 employees 
from the IRS, the FBI, the Secret Service, and die FDIC and 
works closely with the BAIT, the CIA, and the Defense Intelli- 
gence Agency. FINCEN acts as a collection point, dearii^ and

land records, real estate records, credit reports, CTRs, Form 

8300, bank reports, etc. The models, data, fmancial patterns, 
and individual names generated by FINCEN are being shared 
with the IRS, its Criminal Investigation Division, and state and 
local governments. Before a recent amendment to the "Right to 
Financial Privacy Act" passed, these activities were illegal. , 
Virtually all of the activities of FINCEN violate the US 

FINCEN and US Government ofBciab admit that FINCEN is a 
trial run for a world system of financial trackiqg, survdllance, 

and control. 

Don't be fooled by this above information because this is only a 
part of the function of FINCEN. Through the regulations all 
bank employees become government "spies". That has already 
happened and you realize it if you have tried to do much bank- 
iQg lately.

is a United Nations-United States Program for a house-to-house i 
search and seizure of property and arms.

"prisoners** in large numbers. The intent is to identify those 
who will be considered by the government authorities as dan-

The storm that the West is constantly stirring up about the 
dueat to civilization posed by Islam and the Muslims is a vefy 
I straqge slofy* Where is this threat that the Islamic ccNmtries 
su pposedly r e pr e sen t? 

All of these countries are afflicted with calamities; they have 
nothing else in common. Most of them are begging. Some are 
under occupation or attack, and others are threatened with star- 
vation. These countries are Islamic in name only; their real in- 
dinatioiis are secular. Their fundamentalism consists of only 
long beards, flowiiig gowns, ornamented prayer beads, and em- 
bellished £0funff— mosdy formalities with no substance and tra- 
ditions with no contmt. The truly relic^ous in these societies are 
the minority, kneeling in the privacy of their homes and con- 
cerned only with the worship of their God. They do not con- 
front anyone and have nothing to do with America, Germany, 
Italy, or Spain. 

Where is that iliusionary threat? 

If the Western alarmists are pointing to the newborn Islam 
represented by terrorism and [fundamentalist parties such as] 
Egypt's Gamaa al-Islamiya, I would answer that tills Islam is tte 
creation of the Western nations. They spent money on it and 

' shaped it to the specifications they wanted. It does not threaten 
them at all.

No one would ever think of invading Europe to spread Ae 
message of Islam; there is no need, since Muslims have long 
since spread the word of Allah to the most distant parts of the . 
Earth. Our positkm is to respect the freedom of odieis in ■ 
choosing any religion they wish, to respond to offense with good 
deeds, and to answer straying with patience. 

A true Muslim tries to educate people, but he does not judge 
them. Judgment is up to Allah alone. Nothing in the Islamic 
identity prescribes hegemony or intimidation of others. Allah 
told even his Prophet not to be intimidating, saying: "Remind ! 
them, for thou art but a rememberancer; thou are not a mrder." 

In contrast, secular civilization is based on the principle that ; 
you are free to do whatever you wish as long as you do not hurt 
others. You have only this life to live, so make the best of it. 

Indulge your body and satisfy your desires without any guilt. In 
that culture, perverts enjoy the same rights as the righteous. 
They have their own clubs and are free to promote their abomi- 
nations. They have also closed the doors of churches and 
mosques so they will not be bothered by rehgion.

**Shriver ... realized that Asia, Africa, and South America 
would assume that 'whoever had killed President Kennedy would 
now be President. ' " Wiiiiam Manchester, The Death of a 
President. 

Exactly who put Lyndon Baines Johnson into the White 
House in 1963 is not known. The Warren Commission says it 

was Lee Harvey Oswald. A variety of persons, from New Or- 
leans District Attorney Jim Garrison to Left-leaning lawyer and 
author Mark Lane, have disagreed. Whoever it was— whoever 
killed John F. Kennedy— evidently wanted Lyndon Johnson to 
become President. Was it one of those whom William Manch- 
ester calls "knee-jerk absolutists" of the American tradition, one 
who wanted a cowhand type in the White House? Was it, as 
some "Liberals" would like to imply, an oilman who felt that the 
dq>leti(m allowance would be safer umter Lyndon Johnson? 
Was it— really "the lone assassin"-Lee Harvey Oswald, as the 
Warren Commission concluded? If so, a Communist made 
Lyndon Johnson President. 
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[H: Not to get distracted too much here, I want you to now 
turn your attention to a "lone" attacker of "two" people in 
Los Angeles' Brentwood community. This LONE killer 
slashed and cut and supposedly didn't even sustain a scratch 
iH the process.

This book deals with well-established matters of fact and with 
certain rather obvious conjectures. Naturally speculation is pre- 
sented, but presented as speculation. NOT CONCLUSION. 
Every man is responsible for his own mnrlndniMg 

It is a matter of fact that Lyndon Johnson failed to secure the 
nominatioa for President in 1960. It is a matter of reasonable 
coi^ecture that he afterward stood little chance of ever beiqg 
nominated unless he were die incumbent, and die only way to 
achieve incumbency was dirough being Vice President when an 
elected President died in office. It is a matter of fact that in 
November 1963 he had been Vice President for what Rowland j 
Evans and Robert Novak call "three trying years." Evans and 
Novak quote an anonymous "White House official" who said of j 
Johnson: "The greatest tribute to him is that he had the self-dis- ! 
cipline and patience to accept political impotency and stay out of 
trouble." As it turned out, he could afford to be patient* 

Since the President, in whose shadow Johnson served, was 
nine years younger than he, the odds were great that he would 
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never become Presideiit unless Kennedy were UOed. Indeed, 

there was some prospect in November 1963 that Johnson might 
not even continue to be Vice President, might have to exchange 
the relative obscurity of that office for the utter oblivion of beiAg 
an eX'Wicc President. 

William Manchester refers to "persistent reports'* that John- 
son "might be dumped from (he ticket next year". Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr.» writiiig of Kennedy's "first strategy meeting isi 
1964", held November 12, 1963, says, "Johnson's Amot 

stimulated a curious story that the Kennedys intended, in the po- 
litical idiom, to dump him ... as Roosevelt had dumped John 
Nance Garner." Schlesinger says the story was "wholly fanci- 
ful", but recognizes the "psychological cost" to Johnson, and 
quotes Theodore White: "Chafing in inaction when his nature 
yearned to act, conscious of indignities real and imagined, John* 
son went through three years of slow bum. " As of November 
22, 1963, it was reasonable to conjecture, nodiing could have 
brightened the outlook for Lyndon Johnson's polMcal career- 
except what actually happened. 

There is no pretense in this book that certain actions do not 
normally imply certain intentions. Once we conclude—as so 
many responsible writers have shown— that the Report of the 
Warren Commission is inherently incredible, we can hardly 
suppress speculation that someone on the Commission intended 
a dBcq>tlon. This, however, remains speculation and possibly 
cannot be established. Most people would settle for not punish- 
ing die Warren Commission— and not believing it. 

I hate to agree with (for example) Richard Rovere about 
anything— considering his detestable treatment of the late Senator 
Joseph McCarthy and his consistent service of the Left; but I do 
agree with the following from Rovere's Introduction to Edward 
Jay Epstein's Inquest. 

"... the Commission's client was Lyndon B. Johnson. 
The day the Warren Report was issued, the American 
press should have begun to do what Mr. Epstein has done; 
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it should have cast a very cool eye on the Report " (Italics \ 
added). 

What is not speculation is that the death of John F. Kennedy 
effected a transfer of power. Every assassination of a chief of 
state is in effect a coiq> d'etat, A coup d'etat is not a revolutioii, 
it does not necessarily involve a dumce in ideology. It does not 
necessarily involve a change in Ae bureaucracy or professiQaal 
police, except at the highest level. A coup d'etm is often ac- 
complished by someone already near the highest level. If an as- 
sassin is too far beneath his victim in the established power 
structure, he cannot himself reap the fruit of his deed. The fruit | 
will, however, be gathered. An assassin may not intend to seize 
power for himself; the power, nevertheless, will be seized. The 
assassin may not be thinidng in terms of power at all. Someone^ 
however, mil be thinking in such terms! ' 

Unlike a revolution, a coup d'eua does not involve a large \ 
number of people; indeed, its success depends on the majority's i 
continuing to operate pretty much in their accustomed feshion. j 

The pilot must be replaced with as little disturbance as possible 
to the passengers. 

On reflection, most people will believe that the assassination 
of John F. Kennedy--so difficult to execute, so dangerous to the 
murderer— /wwj/ have been planned^ and, since the victim was 
President of the United States, few will doubt that the planners 
were poUticaUy motivated. Americans in general, however, 
would not believe-as Sargent Shriver said tte people of Asia, 
Africa, and Latin America would believe-that the political mo- 
tivation was anything so logical as a bid for supreme power by 
the next in line. In the United States only "weirdos" like that - 
author of MacBird and the editor of the Midlothian Mirror have 
suggested that the Vice President was trying to "catch the near- 
est way" to the White House. Most Americans would no more ' 
suspect Lyndon Johnson of complicity in the assassination of ' 
John Kennedy than they would suspect Andrew Johnson of 
complicity in the murder of Lincoln, or Theodore Roosevelt of ! 
complici^ in the killing of William McKinley. i 
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Nevertheless, the political motivation by forces behind the 
scenes cannot be dismissed, and those who accomplished the 
deed may well have intended the consequences. Many an 
American has thought as much but hardly dared to dwell upon 
the thought, much less speak out The thought is repellent be- 
cause people fear it leads to the conclusion suggested by William 
Mandtester with his quotation from Sargent Shriver-lhat the 
new President must have had a hand in eliminating die old one, 
since he (the new one) appears to have been the chief benefi- 
ciary. 

Yet, is not necessarily true that Johnson is the chief benefi- 
ciary. Ambitious as we may suppose Johnson to be, he is not 
necessarily his own man, not even if he sincerely believes that 
he is. He could be somehow more usefid to others than to him- 
self. 

No, the sure gainers were the men of the center— or what 

passes for the center—men to the right of Arthur Schlesinger Jr., 
to the left of Thomas Dodd (here I refer to surface position); 
men to the right of Ted Sorensen, to the left of Tom Clark. 
Typical Texans were not gainers. Indeed, Texas was dealt a 
crushing blow. 

The men who gained were Dean Rusk, Robert McNamara, 
Nicholas deB. Katzenbach, Walt Whitman Rostow and Abe 
Fortas— the men about whom this book is written. The list is not 
exhaustive, not in any special order, but it illustrates. 

The Establishment— the coalition of powerful men behind the 
politicians— gained; and Johnson, not being identified with the 
Establishment, could not bring embarrassment upon it, while at 
the same time he could still be led to do what was expected. 
This is not to suggest that the Establishment contrived the assas- 
sination. But, in any case, we can accept the fact that the coup 
of November 22, 1963 strengthened the hand of the Establish- 
ment, which was able— whoever did the muxder— to turn it to ad* 
vantage. 
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It was-or could be considered~the Establishment's second I 
"gain" from an assassination in the same month. On November 
first, exactly three weeks before the spectacular assassination in i 
Dallas, President Diem of South Vietnam was killed in another 
cm^ d'etat. [H: How many of voa remember that?] That 
some dqpee of responsibility attaches to the U.S. Establishment 
for the murder of Diem is much moie widely noMnized thsA in \ 
the case of Kennedy. As the late Marguerile Hgg^ nid in her 
book Owr Vietmm Nightman: I 

In the post-coup era ... at the Department of State the 
Diem-must-go group was heady with a sense of accom- 
plishment. Their ebullience spilled out at various back- 
ground briefings I attended. Mainly there seemed to be 
satisfaction that the deed was finally dooe^ even though 
not quite as cleanly as everybody had hoped. 

In the aftermath of each die U.S. Establishment labored to j 
dissociate itself from the event. In the case of Diem the dis- I 
avowal of any connection could be open, and needed to be open, ' 
for there had been so much of rumor emanating from Saigon to 

the effect lhat Americans were responsible for Diem's over- , 
throw and murder that a specific protestation of innocence was 
in order. Arthur Schlesinger Jr., writes: 

It is important to state clearly, that the coup of Novem- 
ber 1, 1963, was entirely planned and carried out by the i 
Vietnamese. Neither the American Embassy nor the CIA 
were involved in instigation or execution (4 Thousand 
Days, p. 829). [WeD/Tiii like "I don't really 

believe anything UNTIL IT IS OFPTCIALLY DENIED. 
Here you probably have the very truth and proof that 
both the Americans and the CIA had everything to do 
with the assassination!] 

The coup of November 22, 1963 could not be dealt with quite 
80 clearly, for it was impossible to admit that anyone had even 
suggested that the U.S. JBsuiblishment was on that day conduct- 
ing a purge of the summit. Nevertheless* what could not be | 
admitted to have been said had still to be denied-aad denied | 
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urifli iiirlmtever emphasb was neeessary. That is one reason 

the Warren Commission was established. 

"In his earliest hours as President," write Evans and Novak, 
"Johnson, assisted by Abe Fortas and other counselors, con- 
ceived his plan for a blue-ribbon commission composed of the 
nation's most eminent citizens to malce a painstaking investiga- 
tion of the tragic events of November 22 and exorcise the 
demons of conspira^/ William Manchester's account is a bit 
difSmnt, but not seriously contradictory. He involves Fortas in 
the decision, though somewhat ambiguously, but he gives the 
role of chief promoter to Nicholas deB. Katzenbach. Oddly 
enough, neither Manchester nor Evans and Novak mention the 
fact that the midweek edition of the Communist Worker^ dated 
November 26, said in a front-page editorial: 

We believe diat President Johnson on die one hand and 
Congress on the odier should act at once to appoint re- 
spective Extraordinary Investigation Conunis»ons with 

full powers to conduct a searching inquiry into all the cir- 
cumstances around the assassination of the President and 
the murder of the suspect [Oswald]. Such an investigating 
committee, headed by the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, should be composed of citizens and experts who 
enjoy the confidence of the nation. 

Congress was laggard, but President Johnscm moved 
promptly to do exactly what the Communist Worker had sug 
gested. On November 29 he appointed just such a commission, 

headed by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. Of course 1 
do not mean that he did it because the Worker recommended it 
But the coincidence is striking. 

On the surface, the Warren Commission Report was to back- 
fire in the Worker's face, for it was to pin the guilt on Lee Har- 
vey Oswald, a "silly little Communist". Still, that was better 
firom the Worker's point of view than pinning it on a serious big 
Communist. Lyndon Johnson called Earl Warren over lo the 
White House. Manchester says these are Warren's words about 
the visit: 
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I saw McOeorge Bundy flrst. He took me in, and Ifae 
President told me how serious the situation was. He said 

there had been wild rumors, and that there was the in- 
ternational situation to think of. He said he had just talked 
to Dean Rusk, who was concerned, and he also mentioned 
the head of the Atomic Energy Commission, who had told 
him how many millions of people would be killed in an 
atomic war. He said that if the public became aroused 
against Castro and Khrushchev there might be war (Ihe 
Death of a President, p. 630). 

This leads one to believe that one of the Commission's first 
objectives was to clear Castro and Khrushchev. If it could clear 
Johnson into the bargain, that would be nice, too. But in the 
public mind Castro is not cleared, Khrushchev is not cleared, 
Johnson is not cleared. The case is wide open, and none of the 
networks, including the Communist network, can close it. The 
Warren Commission needed to make an airtight case. The fail- 
ure of the Commission can be measured by the millions of dol- 
lars that were invested in trying to backstop the Commisdon's 
Report over NBC and CBS, in LIFE magazine, and through 
much of the communications media. And this effort, of course, 
also failed. 

One senses, rightly or wrongly, that the necessity of clearing 
Castro, and certainly of clearing Khrushchev, has diminished 
since November 1963. On the other hand, the need 
(somebody's need) to clear Johnson is greater than ever. Where 
he needs acquittal is in the court of public opinion, where tiie 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court doesn't preside. It may 
once have been thought that Johnson got his acquittal in 1964, 
but now it is plain that that was just a postponement. The case 
is now on the docket for 1968. Trouble is, there are so many 
other counts to the indictment that the verdict on this one may 
never be wholly clarified. 

Since Macbird-the offbeat, off-Broadway parody of Macbeth 
which implies that Johnson killed Kennedy as Macbeth killed 
Duncan-it has become commonplace to admit openly that Jdin- 
son is suspect. The scandalous success of this scurrilous play. 
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which certainly could never have been produced at ail had it 
been written by anyone but a Leftist, illustrates the fact that in 
the corrupted intellectual currents of our time it is not what is 
said but who says it that counts. 

The public, as it continues stubbonily to suqMct the Wanen 
Ommiission of inaccuracy and especially of incompleteness, by 
inq>licalion inoreasingly suspects Jdinson of something worse. 

I consider the theory of Oswald as a lone-wolf assassin to be 
inherently incredible, circumstantially improbable, and politi- 
cally useful to the real authors of the coup d'etat. (See Ameri' 
can Opinion magazine, September, 1967). 

Thus I reject the Warren Report's "Conclusion Number 
Eleven": On the basis of the evidence b^re the ConmUssion it 
conditdes tiutt Oswald acted alone. (Italics added) I agree 
rather with the opinion attributed by Ramparts magazine to New 

Orleans District Attorney Jim Garrison that the assassination 
was the work of a "powerful domestic force". And however 
that powerful domestic force is made up— whoever belongs to it- 
-among the men who are the chief beneficiaries of the assassi- 
nation are the men who are the subject of tiiis booic. 

CHAPTER III: THE RISE OF 
LYNDON JOHNSON 

\. THERE IS ONLY ONE ISSUE HERE-MORAUTY AND 

CONDUCT ' 

Senate Minority Leader Johnson, Dec. 2, 1954. 

The Johnson Administration began with the assassination of 
President Kennedy. There was no other way than by the Presi- 
dent's death in which the former Vice President could have 
come to power. Had John Kennedy lived, not only would he 
have been automatically renominated in 1964, but Lyndon John- 
son might well have been, as the inelegant political term has it, 
"dumped* for a running mate more personable, by Kennedy 
standards. At noon, November 22, 1963, Lyndon B. Johnson 
was a politician apparently on the way down and out. Three 
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hours later he had been sworn in as President of the United 
States. The decision he had made in Los Angeles in 1960 to re- 
linquish Majority Leadership of the Senate for the comparative 
obscurity of the Vice Presidency had at last, fatefully, paid off. 

Not only was Johnson now established in the highest office in 
the land, he was virtually certain of elecdon in 1964 to a first 
four-year term. One year was just what he needed to reach a 
peak of popularity with a suffident number of voters. No 
credible opposition could crystallize in that honeymoon period. 
He was heir to the Kennedy power and death had cleared the 
legacy of political liabilities. Even many disgruntled right- 
wingers would go with Lyndon in 1964— to prove (to them- 
selves?) that they had not wanted Kennedy killed. A conspiracy 
bringing tragedy to the Autumn of 1963, in the fall by rifle fire 
of a young President, had given Lyndon Johnson vicU^ from 
the jaws of defeat. He had snatched victory from those jaws be- 
fore, in 1948, when Abe Fortas and Hugo Black teamed to put 
Johnson, despite the legal record, into the Senate. 

The character of Lyndon Johnson is one of the determining 

factors of contemporary history (a reminder that we live in a 
dangerous age). Johnson's importance must be neither ignored 
nor exaggerated, but carefully assessed. The Kennedys, I think, 
had him wrong, seriously— one might say fatally— underestimated 
him. The intellectuals of the Eastern Establishment generally do 
not understand him at all, though an Arthur Schlesiqger can per- 
ceptively attribute to Lyndon Johnson an "infinitely complex and 
subde mind**. And he is no intellectual. I suppose some of the 
gap could be due to his accent The Johnson English fells on the 
eastern ear not merely as something unpleasant but as something 
ridiculous. That there is much about Johnson that is unpleasant 
may be incontestable, and is anyway a subjective matter, but to 
be ridiculous is an objective condition— at least to the extent of 
implying relative harmlessness. A domesticated animal may ap- 
pear at times ridiculous-a wild animal never. And there is 
something feral about Johnson. He is, give him credit, a dan- 
gerous man. He is possibly more dangerous to those who re- 
gard him as ridiculous. 
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The career of Lyndon Johnson was built partly on the ruthless 
destruction of the careers of others. Four of those whose ca- 
reers Johnson felt called upon to destroy were Irnnw^ Gon- 
servatives and anti- nnnnimnjgtf; Th ey were: Coke Stev ^ttanw^ 

to MfiCartfay, Uwig Stra«M» and Barry OoMwatcr, 

This is lengthy enough for a chapter so let us close this and be- 
gin with the writings ABOUT these just-mentioned persons in 
Part 3.

At the time, 
this "futuristic" concept couldn't gain any support. Then in 
1961 President Kennedy ordered a TOP SECRET think-tank of 
15 experts to propose and analyze solutions for future socio- 
economic and political problems impeding a world Government.

DISTQRTINfl EACH OTHER'S PAST

IN EXPLORING the roots of the enmity between Jews and 

' Palestinians, there is a temptation to measure the hatred in mil- 
lennia, focusing on scriptural tales of a childless woman's jeal- 
ousy of a surrogate mother and a shepherd boy's upset victory 
over a giant. 

' But while taking into account the biblical stories of Abraham^ 
Sarah, Hagar, Ishmaei, David and Goliath, some analysts locate 

h the main source of the problems in the past 100 years. "These 
are clashes of national movements," said Robert Satloff, execu- 
tive director of the Washington Institute for Near East Policy. 
Recent history, he said, is more relevant than the struggles of 
biblical times. 

I 

Each year, University of Southern California political scientist 
Laurie Brand starts off her course on the contemporary Middle 
East by pleading with her students to remember one thing about 
, die region: "It's been highly contested by a lot of different 
people, but it's not the case that Arabs and Jews have hetn 
fighting about it for thousands of years. * 

Middle East scholars say that while it's true that Jews and some 
of the predecessors of modern-day Palestinians fought in ancient 
times, those conflicts did not continue in the centuries that 
followed. The meijor causes of the current enmity are rooted in 
the 19th century, but ideologues of the religious right on both 
I sides have used the ancient history to buttress their positions in 
the modem-day conflict. 

"I think one of the casualties of the Arab-Israeli conflict has 
been the distortions of each other's history,** said Philip Mattar, 

executive director of the Institute for Palestine Studies in Wash- 
ington. 
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The key struggles really began in the 1880s, when Zionist Jews, 

many of them fleeing pogroms in Russia, began moving back in 
large numbers to the Middle East, after centuries of dispersion 
throughout the world. That set up a conflict with the Arabs who 
had remained in the region. The conflict finally exploded in 
1948, with the establishment of the State of Israel, but no 
nation-state for those who had come to be known as Pales- 
tinians. 

Still, it is true that Muslims^who make up the vast nuyority of 
the Palestinians view the ongins of the region's peoples dif- 
ferently from the Jews. 

Both monotheistic religions start from a shared view of Abra- 
ham (Ibrahim to the Muslims) as founding patriarch. The He- 
brew Scriptures say that Yahweh led Abraham to the land of the 
Canaanites in the region that is now Israel. 

Abraham and his wife Sarah were childless, and Sarah sent her 
Egyptian servant, Hagar, to have sex with Abraham an early 
version of surrogate parenthood. Hagar had a child named 

Ishmael. When Sarah became jealous, Hagar fled with the boy. 
God heard their distress (Ishmael means "God has heard") and 
ordered Hagar to return to Abraham and Sarah. When God 
promised that Sarah would bear a child, despite her advanced 
age, Abraham laughed. But she gave birth to a son, and they 
named him Isaac, which means "laughter." Eventually, Sarah's 
jealousy drove Hagar and Ishmael away again this time for 
good. 

It is here that the Hebrew Scriptures and Muslim, Koran di- 
verge, said Reuvern Firestone, a Jewish scholar, in a recent ar- 
ticle in "Shalom-Salaam: A Resource for Jewish-Muslim Dia- 
logue," published by the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions. 

In the Bible, Ishmael disappears, except for a brief mention that 
he and Isaac later buried their father together, according to his 
account In the Koran, Abraham accompanies Ha^ and 
Ishmael to what later became the Muslim holy city of Mecca and 
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leaves them under a tree near the site of the future Ka'ba, the 
central worship place of Islam. In fact, the Koran describes 
Abraham returning for later visits with Ishmael (known as Ismail 
to the Muslims) and helping him start building the Ka*ba. 

*l8maii is considered (by the Arabs) the first Arab/ said Rabbi 
Joseph Rosenbloom, a professor at Washington University of St 
Louis. "You could almost say that the conflict was m a sense 
preordained or foreshadowed from the beginiiiag." 

Later in the Hebrew Bible, David, who as a shepherd boy slew 
a giant Philistine named Goliath, became king and conquered 
the Philistines, unifying all the tribes. Under his successor, 
Solomon, the kingdom split in two and its parts were conquered 
by the Assyrians and later the Babylonians. The Hd>rews 
gained freedom under Persian King Cyrus, but die 
Greeks under Alexander the Great_and later, the Romans, be^ 
came tfieir rulers. After the Romans destroyed Jerusalem and 
the temple in A.D. 70, the Jews dispersed. "There was a con- 
tinuous Jewish presence in the area, but the vast majority of 
' Jews did live elsewhere,** Brand said. 

I Several scholars agreed that Arabs have been in the area 
I continuously since the period of the Jewish disbursement 

When the European Jews began fleeing pogroms and migrating 
to Palestine in the late 19tii century, Zioi^ kader Theodor 
'BxrA described their vision: '^Zionism strives to create for 
the Jewish people a home in Palestine secured by public 

' law." The Arabs felt threatened. 

I 

'^ou have Palestinians who are saying that we've lived here 

hundreds of years and these Jews have no right to come and dis- 
I place us,** Mattar said. Brand added: "The Jews would say, 
: 'This is the land that was promised to us by God. Therefore, 

we've always had a historical right to it, regardless of how 

many Jews lived here. ' ** 

Whatever the Palestinians' claims to antiquity, at the turn of the 
century they did not have a real nation. "Syria, Jordan and 
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Palestine were all just provinces of the Ottoman Empire," said 
Peter Gubser, president of American Near East Refugee Aid in 
Washington. "There wasn't a separate identity." 

Now, the Palestinians and the Israelis have mutually recognized 
that they have no choice but to try to get along. In that 
recognition, there is a poignant echo of the scriptural story, in 
which Isaac and Ishmael, the two sons of Abraham, come to- 
gether again only over their father's grave. 

"The descendants of Ishmael and the descendants of Isaac finally 
are able to make peace with one another," said Rabbi Gary 
Bretton-Granatoor, director of inter-religious affairs for the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations. "They're standing 
over the graves of all their loved family members."

Attacking the Mafia-style Nomenklatura "privatizations" of 
the Yeltsin regime, Solzhenitsyn said, "Every single year, the 
thieves carry between $12 and $25 BILLION out of the country, 
and the Russian Government then begs the IMF for a loan of 
$L5 BILLION." He said that "living standards" and "morality" 
were being destroyed, and that an irreversible "decay" of Rus- 
sia's "intelligentsia", endangering the very future of the country, 
is a danger. The regime's clumsy attempt to ctyopt Solzhenit- 
syn through a laudatory telegram from Yeltsin welcoming him 
back to Russia, baclcfired.

Instead he calls for the cre- 
ation of "Greater Russia" in its "natural, Slavic" bounds, with 
Belarus joining Russia, and Ukraine and Kazakhstan being

Solzhenitsyn is popular because he fulfills a crying need for a

called— in these "times of troubles". As a sign of the funda- 
mental shift away from the policies of the Yeltsin period,

Goren, who served as chief rabbi of Israel for a decade and 
before that as chief military rabbi, said Arafat "deserves killing" 
under Jewish law "because he is defined as a persecutor who 
declares war day and night against the state of Israel. His sen- 
tence as a persecutor is that anyone in Israel is obligated to kill 
him." 

Arafat's planned trip to the West Bank town of Jericho and 
probably to the Gaza Strip increased the urgency of the matter, 
Goren said, making plain his hope that Israelis will be inspired 
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by his ruling to attempt Arafat's assassination during the visit- 
or tliat this prospect will deter Arafat from coming. 

' In April, Goran' said he would "declare a great holiday" if a 
Jew rose up to "wipe out" Arafat but that statement did not carry 
the weight of a RsMinic ruling, as did his declaration Wednes- 

^ day. 

I Calls for Arafat's assassination have multiplied significantly 
in Israeli right-wing circles recently. 

Shmuel Meir, Jerusalem's deputy mayor, pledged last month 
that anyone who killed Arafat would be honored with the city's 
distinguished citizen award. Mayor Ehud Olmert, busy with his 
own plans to prevent Arafat from praying at the city's Muslim 
holy places, pointedly refused to criticize Meir's call. 

Areil Sharon, a former defense minister and member of the 

right-wing opposition Likud Party, expressed his regret that Is- 
raeli forces did not kill Arafat in Lebanon a decade ago or on 
two occasions in intervening years when he was a clear target. 

Radio talk-show hosts calmly entertained discussions this 
week of whether Israel should allow Arafat to travel to the 
Palestinian self-rule areas-Gaza and Jericho— or whether the 
gqvemment should organize his killing when he visits. 

In Morocco, Ara&t said on Wednesday that the exact date of 
his departure for Jericho had not been decided, altfiough the 
pace of the PLO takeover in Gaza and Jericho has accelerated. 
"We are on the eve of the final return together to our father- 
< land," he said. 

"Rabbi Goren's old age embarrasses him and us," said Uri

Here is what happened according to uncontradicted portions 
of J. Evetts Haley's book A Texan Ixfoks at Lyndon. 

On July 29, 1948, in the contest for Senator, Texas Governor 
Coke Stevenson won a first Democratic primary by a plurality 

of 71,460 votes over Congressman Lyndon Johnson. No candi-

Parr, a likeable 
landowner, businessman and convicted criminal, is a friend of 
numerous eminent Texans, including, besides Supreme Court 
Justice Tom Clark, both Coke Stevenson and Lyndon Johnson. 

Parr had gone for Stevenson in the first primary, carrying his 
peons with him, of course, and Stevenson counted on his con- 
tinuing support in the run-off. But according to Haley, Parr 
was, as he had been before, in trouble and in need of influence-* 
which he apparently believed Lyndon would be more ready, 
willing, and able to supply than Coke, whose conservatism was 
of such an extreme variety as to include honesty. George 
switched to Johnson and took his 30 to 1 majority with him. 
This was a sizable switch--a 10,000 vote swing is enough to 
change a 19,999 vote defeat into a one vote victory. Yet as it 
happened, with other factors involved, it was not enough. 
When the first complete returns were unofficially tabulated, 
Stevenson had a majority of 1 13 out of nearly a million counted. 
With some kind of inward assurance, however, Johnson at once 
claimed the victory publicly, while privately he telephoned Parr 
for help. It seems that George could and did deliver. 

Precinct 13 at Alice in Jim Wells County was "recanvassed", 
and the earlier return of 765-60 for Johnson was amended to 
967-61 for Johnson. When all the recanvassing was done the 
Stevenson majority of 1 13 as of September 2 had been converted 
as of September 3 to a Johnson majority of 87! A subcommittee 
of the Texas Democratic Party accepted this fantastic new num- 
ber, but Governor Stevenson sent two investigators, former FBI 
men, to the scene in Parrland. The Governor aiso sent one 
Texas Ranger, Captain Frank Hamer, the usual way of pre- 
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venting a riot in Texas. The investigators could prove noAing 

in Duval County, but in Jim Wells County they hit pay dirt. 
They saw the list of voters for Precinct 13, though they were not 
permitted to take the list or photograph it, or even make written 
notes from it. The new names accounting for the added 200-odd 
votes that gave Johnson his majority were written in blue-green 
ink while the original list was in black ink. Thus the investiga- 
tors could remember enough names to check later, and it was 
these vidiich diey found to be residents of Ae gntpeyasd, in 
Madeo and other places. 

Certain local officials in Jim Wells County were now ready 
to buck Parr enough to have Precinct 13 simply thrown out of 
the count as hopelessly corrupted— which would have given the 
election to Stevenson. Lyndon Johnson, however, whose man- 
ager in all this business was today's Texas Governor John Con- 
nally» anticipated the possible elimination of Precinct 13 and got 
a court order out of Austin fcvbidding such action. Johnson 
charged Stevenson and Hamer with conspiracy and intimidation. 
Stevenson's recourse now was to the State Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee which met in Fort Worth September 13 to 
certify somebody —Sicvcnson or Johnson— as the Democratic 
nominee for United States Senator from Texas. By one vote of 
the Committee it was Johnson. Coke Stevenson then opined: 

If I lost by one vote in an honest count the heavens 
wouldn't foil in. But some half million good solid Texans 
voted for me as their Senator and they have been de- 
frauded and robbed. We can do no less than appeal to the 
Federal Courts. 

Now the world turned upside down. Coke Stevenson, de- 
scribed as a Dixiecrat, appealed to the Federal courts on an is- 
sue of civil rights, and the upshot was that Hugo Black ruled in 
effect that civil rights are not for disconsolate opponents of Lyn- 
don Johnson. Meanwhile, there had been intermediate steps. 
District Judge Davidson's opinion was that l^venson had Bp- 
parently been defrauded; the Judge enjoined the Texas Secretary 
of State from printing Johnson's name on the ballot, and ordered 
a sweeping investigation into the election in Duval and Jim 
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Wells Counties. By the time the court-ordered investigators ar- 
rived, all the ballots had been burned. This prevented certain 
disclosures forever, but in itself would not have prevented— 
might even have encouraged—throwing Precinct 13 out. 

Something had to be done rather quickly. The general elec- 
tion of November 2, 1948 was approaching. There was no Re- 
publican candidate. A duly certified Democratic nominee would 
be in. In this state of afifairs it became appurent tiiat the normal 
process of appeal to the Fifth Circuit Court in New Orleans and 
perhaps thence to the Supreme Court could never run its course 
in time. There was, however, someone to cut the Gordian knot. 
Abe Fortas, long-time friend of Johnson, who was, from his 
Washington law office (shared with Thurman Arnold and Paul 
Porter), influential with almost everybody, went to Supreme 
Court Justice Hugo Black. Justice Black signed an order staying 
Davidson's injunction, the effect being to require that Johnson's 
name be placed on the Texas ballot Judge Davidscm said, "The 
United States Supreme Court has altered my opinion, but it 
hasn't changed my mind.** 

"He [Davidson] was also heard to remark," adds Haley, "that 
Black's order was unduly hasty 'and probably unlawful*." It 
was a precedent in judicial usurpation and it validated the elec- 
tion steal which put Lyndon Johnson in position eventually to 
become President. Writers to the Left and Right tell essentially 
the same story of Johnson's 1948 "landslide". Robert SherriU of 
The Nation and Esquire writes. 

This campaign... ended in theft, so blatantly done that it 

takes on all the dark appeal of a crime of passion... the 
folks over in Jim Wells County got to scratching around in 
Box 13 and, by gosh, discovered another 203 votes— all 
but one for Johnson! Some of this misty constituency had 
marched to the polls to vote in alphabetical order, all their 
names signed to the poll list in blue-green ink (the rest of 
the list was black ink), and such was their regard for John- 
son, some had even arisen from the grave to cast their 
ballots. (The AccidenttU President, pp, 112'U3.) 
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Never do pro-Johnson people argue that the voting or the 
counting of the votes in Parr country was honest in 1948. They 
simply point out that elections in Parr country have never been 
honest If the first reported count of the August 1948 vote 
' was not enough to put Johnson over, then the report was sinqply 
a mistake. It was meonr to put him over and had to be oonected 
until it did so. 

Governor Coke Stevenson has lived quietly since, and in De- 
! cember 1961 introduced General Edwin A. Walker to a crowd 
of 6,000 in Dallas on the occasion of the General's first speech 
to Americans as a civilian. British author Michael Davie, on the 
whole a pro-Johnson observer, writes that his 1948 election to 
the Senate "seems to have begun a hardening process in Johnson 
which gave his character the scars it now so plainly carries. " 

JOSEPH R. McCARTm^ 

Lyndon Johnson played a key role in the destruction of Sen- 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy. He did not cause this sordid affair, 
but it marks a point at which a kind of collective emasculating of 
the United States Senate occurred. Johnson himself, being more 
aggressive than most, probably would have preferred that the 
Senate retain its virility, but he could see how things were go- 
ing, and he was, on the Democratic side, the Leader. He had to 
move first. The former United States Senator firom Michigan, 
Charles E. (One-Term) Potter, in a shameful book entided Days 
cfShtme, gives a worm's-eye view of the Army-McCardiy 
Hearings of 1954, in which he participated. (The "worm's-eye" 
is a technical term. The thing was, in Washington lingo, a "can 
of worms. ") Potter writes: 

Lyndon B. Johnson expressed the feelings of most of us 
in the Senate as we neared the final vote on the inevitable 
censure motion against Joe McCarthy in December 1934. 
Joe*s attack on tfcMS Watkins committee, which had recom- 
mended the censure, Johnson said, *does not belong in the 
journal of the Senate but would be more fittingly inscribed 
on the walls of a men's room. If we sanction tills abuse 
the Senate may as well close up shop.* (p. 284.) 
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Now it is well known that the Johnsonian vernacular is richly 

endowed with precisely those terms and expressions which until 
the Supreme Court took the lid off were seen spelled out only in 
the most scabrous and luridly obscene graffiti in places of public 
accommodation. Nowadays you can read these same words in 
pornographic paperbacks at the corner drugstore— or in biogra- 
phies of Lyndon Johnson, such as Robert Sherrill's The Acd* 
dental President. If Joe McCarthy had used profiane laqguage 
about some of the Senators, who was Lyndon Johnson (any 
more than Harry Truman) to take excq>tion to it? But, of 
course, McCarthy had used no such language. I quote Sherrill 
on this point, because he makes the point very well, and because 
in general he and I have opposite views on politics. Sherrill 
writes: 

If you read the one brief statement Johnson made 
against McCarthy you will see that he felt "the real issue 
... is whether the Senate of the United States, the greatest 
deliberative body in the history of the world, will permit 
abuse of a duly appointed committee. If we sanction such 
abuse ... we might just as well turn over our jobs to a 
small group of men and go back home to plow the south 
forty acres." That certainly sounds like McCarthy had 
used some foul language. From the beginning, senators 
from time to time had with impunity called each other 
such things as "liars" and "polecats" and "dead stinking 
mackerel". What worse than this had McCarthy called the 
committee that Johnscm was so incensed? He had called it 
die "unwitting handmaiden of Communism". These, said 
Johnson in righteous heat, were words "more fittingly in- 
scribed on the walls of a men's room". Ah, would that 
our Nation's public toilets were so high-toned as to carry 
such relatively classical messages! (p. 154) 

Johnson did want all statements linking politicians with 
Communism to be classified as "dirty words". And in marshal- 
ing the vote-the Senate Democrats voted unatiiniously to con- 
demn McCarthy. Johnson did go a long way toward making 
Communist an unspeakable word. Like die Supreme Court, he 
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was redefining obscenity. [H: Doesn't it remind you of what 
is now happening with the terms "Jew" and "anti-Semite"?] 

Lyndon Johnson Is far from having been the most important 
person involved in the character-assassination of Joe McCarthy. 
£dward R. Murrow was probably more important Johnson's 
friend, Abe Fortas, counsel for McCarthy target Owen Latti- 
more, was very important. The press, the professions, and poli- 
tics were alive with ardent anti -McCarthy ites. But by all odds 
the most important single character assassin, because of his po- 
sition, was Dwight Eisenhower. And there was a saying current 
during the Eisenhower Administration, that Senate Democratic 
Leader Lyndon Johnson was "the second most powerful man in 
the country'*. 

Politicaily, Eisenhower and Johnson did Joe in. McCarthy 
could have survived the most vicious attaclcs in the press-those 

things backfire half the time anyhow. But he could not survive 

being sent to Coventry by a Senate of which he was proud to be 
a member, and by a President whom he had helped to elect. 
Eisenhower and Johnson teamed up on many things from 1952 
to 1960. The most fateful thing they ever did was to purge Joe 
McCarthy— the anti-Communist— from government. (Forrestal— 
the anti-Communist-had been purged during Truman's Admin- 
istration.) McCarthy's purge the most fateful thing? This is 
sayu^ a lot when you remember that in the Eisenhower-Johnson 
era lSm was Suez, there was Hungary, there was Little Rock, 
and there was Cuba. Even so, the silencing of McCarthy was 
still the most fatefiil act of these two— for if McCarthy had been 
supported instead of attacked by the leaders of the very govern- 
ment he was trying to defend, then many of the other Commu- 
nist-serving "mistakes" might have been avoided or corrected. 

// is going to take America a long time and a rough time to 
realize the historic importance of McCarthy and what the Estab- 
lishment, as represented politically by Dwight Eisenhower and 
Lyndon Johnson, did to him. McCarthy attacked Communism. 
Ilie Establishment's response was to attack McCarthy. Through 
the press and odier communications media, firom the pulpit and 
in the halls of ivy, McCarthy was ceaselessly vilified, until in 
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the Fall of 1954 political action was taken against him in the 
Senate. Lyndon Johnson gave the coup de grace. Rowland 
Evans and Robert Novak in their book Lyndon B. Johnson: The 
Exercise of Power report, admiriogiy: 

Throughout all this period, Johnson had held his 
Vongoe^ revealiog nothiog of his own feelimp toward Mo- 
Caraiy. ... As the case built toward a climax on the Senate 

floor, however, Johnson was quietly gathering in Demo- 
cratic votes. Just before the final roll call, he broke his 
silence. 

"In my mind, there is only one issue here—morality and 
conduct." Johnson said nothing about the specifics of the 
charges against McCarthy. But when the votes were ' 
counted, every single Democrat present voted with John- 
son and against McCarthy. It was not accidental. It was a 
Johnson tour de force, a taste of what the next four yean 
with Lyndon Johnson as Leader of the Majority would be 
like (p. 85). 

The double consequence of the Senate's condemnation of 
McCarthy was that thereafter the politicians of this country 
would (1) sedulously avoid calling anyone a Communist, (2) at- , 
tack anyone who did call anybody else a Communist. The prin- ' 
ciple that a man is innocent until proven guilty was transformed | 
into a new canon: that to suspect another of beiqg a Communist j 
is to convict oneself of hate and folly amounting to criminal j 
paranoia. At the same time, open Communists were admitted to i 
the privileges of academic freedom. 

A confusing melange of "principles" developed: (1) Commu- 
nism is so bad that to call a man a Communist is libel per se. 
(2) Communism is not necessarily bad at all, but is a tenable 
point of view which should be allowed to compete in the free I 
marketplace of ideas. (3) There are not really any Communists 
in this country anyhow. Mutually incompatible as they are, all i 
three of these are fundamental tenets of contemporary Liberal- 
ism. 
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There is a similar attitude toward witches: (1) It is impolite to 

call anyone a witch. (2) Witches are actually rather attractive. 
' (3) Witches, of course, do not really exist, but are a product of 
fevered superstition. 

That an investigation into Communist infiltration should be 
called a witchhunt is a semantic coup for Commuiusm which 
prejudge all such investigations as futile at best, since witches 
do not really exist, and at the worst are wicked, dnce innocent 
people may be accused of being witches. Whoever is accused is 
innocent, since no one can be something which does not really 
exist; however, on the off chance that one might exist, what's 
' wrong with being a witch? Or a Communist? And anyway, 
how do you prove it? [H: And I ask you to go back now into 
FACTS: WHO ARE AND WERE THE COMMUNISTS-- 
WHO STARTED COMMUNISM? UMMM-HMMM! 
NOW IT MAKES MORE SENSE AS TO JUST "WHO" 

WAS BEING ANNOYED BY McCarthy, DO£SN*T IT? 
REMEMBER: ACTORS, HOLLYWOOD MOGULS, ME- 
DIA PEOPLE, PROFESSORS, LAWYERS AND DOC- 
TORS WHO OPERATED IN BIG POLITICAL CIRCLES 
AND, AND, AND-OTHER NICE KHAZARIAN ZIONIST 
NON-ISRAEUTES!] 

Well, if a man himself says he is a Cooununist, then, of 
course, he is a very interesting fellow and we should listen at- 
tentively to what he has to say. If he does not declare it, how- 
ever, it is most unjust to suspect him. 

The climax of the attack on McCarthy is represented in the 
adoption into the language of McCarthyism, defined in Web- 
ster's Seventh New Collegiate Dictionary as: "A mid-twentieth- 

century political attitude characterized chiefly by opposition to 
elements held to be subversive and by the use of tactics involv- 
ing personal attacks on individuals by means of widely publi- 
cizisd Indiscriminate allegations especially on the basis of unsub- 
stantiated charges." There is no status label in the entry, and 
there is no alternate definition based on how Senator McCartiiy 
defined McCarthyism: the fight Jbr America-^vioids which also 
provided the tide of his classic book about the heroic batde he, 
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and others were waging for a free America. "Indiscriminate 

allegations on the basis of unsubstantiated charges" is simply, in 
the "Liberal", Left-leaning academic world, what McCarthyism 
is. [H: Doesn't this fit everyone trying to bring you TRUTH 
and the assaults thrown against them? It is exactly the 
methodology of the Tavistock Institute and the Anti-DeEama- 
tion League of B'nai B'rithI] 

But this Left-leaning state of mind in which McCardivism is 
automatically so defin^ as a phase of that collective melancho- 
lia of the intellectuals which indicates the Suicide of the West so 

lucidly anticipated in a book so titled by the brilliant, anomalous 
academic James Burnham. In a later book, the War We Are In, 
Burnham refers more than once to McCarthy, citing him as one 
of the "noteworthy examples" of victims of that "enlightened 
terror", which "seeks, by manipulation of existing ideas and at- 
titudes, to induce the prospective victims to destroy each other 
and themselves/ in order "to weaken resistance** to Commu- 
nism. Of course, most of the Senators who voted with Johnson 
against McCarthy were not Communists. 

Again Burnham turns to McCarthy for a sane contrast with 
the suicidal attitude of President Eisenhower, Senate Majority 
Leader Johnson, and others on the occasion when Vice Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Richard Nixon were reviled, stoned, and spat 
upon during their 1958 tour in South America. Pointing out that 
formerly "the United States was unusually, often rather arbitrar- 
ily, jealous of what it asserted to be the rights of its citizens/ 
Burnham reviews attitudes and events of the administration of 
Washington, Adams, and Jefferson, and continues: 

It is not probable that Joe McCarthy knew the detailed 
formal history of this problem, but it was a symptom of 
both the depth of his traditional American feeling and his 
insight into the critical issues of the present that he so of- 
ten stressed it in private conversation as in public debate. 
McCarthy knew, felt, that a nation that abandons its con- 
suls-like Angus Ward-to Asian jails, that stands passive 
while its soldiers die slowly in Siberian slave camps, its 
aviators are brainwashed in filthy Chinese cells, its planes j 
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shot down by an Adriatic gangster, its diplomatic estab- 
lishments smashed and burned, its flag cursed, its troops 
turned over by their own commanders to the mercies of 
alien courts— McCarthy knew, felt in his guts, that a nation 
which not only endured passively such infamy but contin- 
ues placatiqg intercourse with those who perpetrate them 
is rotttng from within (p. 298). 

[H: And whether or not you REALIZE it, YOU are NOW 

ABSORBED AND IN TIIE CONTROL OF THAT NATION- 
-CALLED SOVIET COMMUNISM. IT IS SOCIALIZED 
FASCISM, BUT NEVER MIND-FOR NOTHING ELSE 
THESE ZIONISTS KHAZARIAN ANTI CHRISTS WILL 
TELL YOU IS RIGHT, EITHER! YOU HAD A CHANCE, 
AMERICA-AND YOU NOT ONLY FLUNKED IT- YOU 
AIDED AND ABETTED YOUR OWN PRISON-MAS- 
TERS.] 

Few have been "within** longer than Lyndon Baines Johnson. 

No one epitomizes more adequately the operation of 
"enlightened terror" which promises to deliver what Johnson's 
adviser Walt Rostow says is a consummation to be wished— an 
"end of nationhood" for the United States. 

Lyndon Johnson has been the leading politician of the post- 
McCarthy era^ the chief beneficiary of the Conununist campaign 
of enlighlened terror which culminated in the political execution 
of the Wisconsin Senator which Johnson himself had engi- 
neered. "The McCarthy censure vote," wrote Evans and No- 
vak, was "only the prelude to the emergence of Lyndon Johnson 
as a master magician of the Senate". 

If Lyndon Johnson had not had his heart attack only seven 
months after he led the McCarthy lynching party, he might have 
gotten his big reward sooner and more peacefully than he finally 
did. In late June and early July 1955 there was a freshet of 
publicity in such bellwether journals as Vlev^sv^eek, The New Re^ 
public, and the Washington Past which could have grown and 
washed Johnson rigjht into something big-and it shmld be re- 
membered that in the judgment of some he was already "die 
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second most powerful man in the country". His coronary, how- 
ever, slowed him down enough for John F. Kennedy to move on 
by, for a while. 

The importance of the McCarthy affair in the life of Lyndon 
Johnson was that in roundiog up the condemnation vote, which 
was unanimous on the Democratic side, he demonstrated not 
only that he had very skillful sleight of hand for manipulatiiig 
men, but also that he was reliably on the Ltfi in a major Slow- 
down. That nationally known Liberals voted against McCarthy 
revealed nothing new about their basic sympathies, but Lyndon 
Johnson had a facade of "conservatism," necessary to his politi- 
cal base in Texas. That facade depended mainly on his support 
of the oil-depletion allowance and (before 1957) of southern 
segregation. These postures served the purpose of deceiving 
Texans, but they also deceived lots of northern Liberals. He 
looked like a reactionary chauvinist to them, in spite of the fact 
that he had been, in his youth, a proteg6 of FDR. But his lead- 
ership in guillotining McCarthy's anti-Communist career must 
have satisfied those Left-wingers whose judgment in the loqg 
run counted. On December 2, 19S4, when obedient docile 
Democrats, teamed with "modern" Republicans, duly 
"condemned" Joseph R. McCarthy for his fight for America, 
Lyndon Johnson had a bright red star placed by his name on the 
honor roll of world revolution. 

It should never be forgotten-though as a matter of fact it is 
hardly understood at all~that the enlightened terror began after 
McCarthy made, unexpectedly, his first anti-Communist speech. 
Senator Potter is quite right in saying that McCarthy "had never 
shown any particular distaste for Communism until Wheeling*'— 
i.e., until his speech at Wheeling, West Vir^nia in February 
1950, revealing that diere were Communists in the State De- 
partment. To the knowledgeable, this was about like revealing 
that there were fish in the ocean, but it was news to many 
Americans, and had not in any case been much talked about on 
the Senatorial level. It is true that before his Wheeling speech 
McCarthy was not known as an anti-Communist—a/wf is also 
true that so long as he was not known as an anti-Communist he 
had a good press! His troubles began when he attacked Com- 
munism. They never ceased until he was dead, and the vilifica- 
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tion did not cease then. The Communists are still scared of Joe 
I McCarthy, though he has been dead ten years.

Louis T. McFadden rose from office boy to become 
cadiier and president of the First National Bank, Canton, P^., 
before being elected to the U.S Congress. There he served wrdi 

distinction for 20 years, including 12 years as Chairman of the 
Committee on Banking and Currency, making him one of the 
foremost fmancial authorities in America. Relentlessly he 
fought for fiscal integrity and a return to constitutional govern- 
ment.

Mr. McFADDEN: Mr. Chairman, at the present session of 
Congress we have been dealing with emeig^ncy situations. We 
have been dealing with the effect €i things rather dian with the 
cause of things. In ttis particular discussion I shall deal wiA 

some of the causes that lead up to these proposals. There are 

underlying principles which are responsible for conditions such 
as we have at the present time and I shall deal with one ol" these 
in particular which is tremendously important in the con- , 
sideralion that you are now giving to this bill. 

Mr. Chairman, we have in this country one of the most cor- 
rupt institutions the world has ever known. I refer to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, a government board, has cheated the Gov- i 
emment of the United States and the people of the United States 
out of enough money to pay the national debt. The depredations 
and the iniquities of the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal 
Reserve Banks acting together have cost this country enough 
money to pay the national debt several times over. This evil 
institution has impoverished and ruined the people of the United 
States; has bankrupted itself, and has practically bankrupted our 
government. It hi^ done this through the defects of the law un- j 
der which it operates, through the maladministration of that kw 
by the Federal Reserve Board, and through the corrupt practices 
of the moneyed vultures who control it j 
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Some people think the Federal Reserve Banks are United 
Stales Government institutions. They are not government insti- 
tutions. They are private credit monopolies which prey upon the 
people of the United States for the benefit of themselves and 
their foreign swindlers, and rich and predatory money lenders. 
In that dark crew of fmancial pirates there are those who would 
cut a man's throat to get a dollar out of his pocket; there are 
those who send money into states to buy votes to control our 
legislation; and there are those who maintain an international 
propaganda for the purpose of deceiving us and of wheedling us 
into the granting of new concessions which will permit them to 
cover up their past misdeeds and set again in motion their gi- 
gantic train of crime. 

Those 12 private credit monopolies were deceitfully and 
disloyally foisted upon this country by bankers who came here 
from Europe and who repaid us for our hospitality by under* 
mining our American institutions. Those bankers took money 
out of this country to finance Japan in a war against Russia. 
They created a reign of terror in Russia with our money in onler 
to help that war along. They instigated the separate peace be- 
tween Germany and Russia and thus drove a wedge between the 
allies in the World War. They tlnanced Trotsky's mass meet- 
ings of discontent and rebellion in New York. They paid Trot- 
sky's passage from New York to Russia so that he might assist 
in the destruction of the Russian Empire. They fomented and 
instigated the Russian Revolution and they placed a large fiind of 
American dollars at Trotsky's diiqiosal in one of their branch 
banks in Sweden so that throu|^ him Russian homes might be 
thoroughly broken up and Russian children flung fiir and wide 
1 from their natural protectors. They have since begun the 
breaking up of American homes and the dispersal of American 

children. 

It has been said that President Wilson was deceived by the at- 
tentions of these bankers and by the philanthropic poses they as- 
sumed. It has been said that when he discovered the manner in 
which he had been misled by Colonel House, he turned against 
that busybody, that "holy monk" of the financial empire, and 
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showed him the door. He had the grace to do that, and in my 

opimoa he deserves great credit for it. 

President Wilson died a victim of deception. When he came 
to the Presidency, he had certain qualities of mind and heart 
which entitled him to a high place in the councils of this Nation; 
but there was one thing that he was not and which he never as- 
pired to be; he was not a banker. He said that he knew very lit- 
tle about banking. It was, therefore, on the advice of the ochm 
that the imquiums Federal Reserve Act, the death warrant of 
American liberty, became law in his administration. 

Mr. Chairman, there should be no partisanship in matters 
concerning the banking and currency affairs of this country, and 
I do not speak with any. 

In 1912 the National Monetary Association, under the 
chairmanship of the late Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, made a re- 
port and presented a vicious bill called the Natioiial Reserve 
Association Bill. This bill is usually spoken of as the Aldrich 
Bill. Senator Aldrich did not write the Aldrich Bill. He was the 
tool, but not the accomplice, of the European-born bankers who 
for nearly 20 years had been scheming to set up a central bank 
in this country and who in 1912 had spent and were continuing 
to spend vast sums of money to accomplish their purpose. 

The Aldrich Bill was condemned in the platform upon which 
Theodore Roosevelt was nominated in the year 1912, and in that 
same year, when Woodrow Wilson was nominated, the Demo- i 
cratic platform, as adopted in the Baltimoie convention, ex- 
pressly stated: **We are opposed to the Aldrich plan for a central 
bank." This was plain language. The men who ruled the 
Democratic Party then promised the people that if they were re- 
turned to power there would be no central bank established here 
while they held the reins of government. Thirteen months 
later that promise was broken, and the Wilson ad- 
ministration, under the tutelage of those sinister Wall Street 
figures who stood behind Colonel House, established here in 

mir ft^ mnnfry thi^ wnran-^nitim mimarriiirsil inatkntiiMi ^ 
the "king's bank" to control us from the top downward, and 
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to shackle us from the cradle to the grave. The Federal Re- 
I serve Act destroyed our old and characteristic way of doing 
business; it discriminated against our one-name commercial pa- 
per, the finest in the world; it set up the antiquated two-name 
paper, which is the present curse of this country, and which has 
I wrecked every country which has ever given it scope; it fasHtasd 
down upon ttis country the very tyranny from whidi the framers 
ot^edansltaitkmsoagltiitosAvcus. 

One of the greatest battles lor the preservation of this Repub- 
lic was fought out here in Jackson's day, when the Second Bank 
I of the United States, which was founded upon the same false 
principles as those which are exemplified in the Federal Reserve 
Act, was hurled out of existence. After the downfall of the Sec- 
ond Bank of the United States in 1837, the country was warned 
Ugalnst the dangers that might ensue if the predatory interests, 
after beiqg cast out, would come back in disguise and unite 
themselves to the Executive, and through him acquire control of 
the government. That is what the predatory interests did when 
they came back in the livery of hypocrisy and under false pre- 
tenses obtained the passage of the Federal Reserve Act 
[December 23, 19131. 

The danger that the country was warned against came upon 
us and is shown in the long train of horrors attendant upon the 
affairs of the traitorous and dishonest Federal Reserve Board 
and the Federal Reserve Banks. Look around you when you 
leave diis chamber and you will see evidences of it on all sides. 
This is an ere of economic misery and for die conditions that 
caused that misery, the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal 
Reserve Banks are fully liable. This is an era of financed crime 
and in the fmancing of crime, the Federal Reserve Board does 
not play the part of a disinterested spectator. 

It has been said that the draftsman who was employed to 
write the text of the Federal Reserve Bill used the text of the 
Aldrich Bill for his purpose. It has been said that the language 
of the Aldrich Bill was used because the Aldrich Bill had been 
drawn up by expert lawyers and seemed to be appropriate. It 
was indeed drawn up by lawyers. The Aldrich BUI was created 
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by accepiance bankers of European origin in New York City. It 
was a copy and in general a translation of the statutes of the 
Reichsbank and other European central banks. 

Half a million dollars was spent on one part of the propa- 
ganda organized by those same European bankers for the pur- 
pose of misleading public opinion in regard to it» and for the 
purpose of giving Congress the impression that there was an 
overwhelming popular demand for tfiat kind of banking legisla- 
tion and the kind of currency that goes with it, namely, an asset 
currency based on human debts and obligations instead of an 
honest currency based on gold and silver values. Dr. H. Parker 
Willis had been employed by Wall Street bankers and propagan- 
dists and when the Aldrich measure came to naught and he ob- 
tained employment from CARTER GLASS to assist in drawing 
a banldng bill for the Wilson Administration, he approprii^ed 
the text of the Aldrich Bill for his purpose. There is no secret 
about it. The text of the Federal Reserve Act was tainted from 
the beginning. 

Not all of the Democratic members of the Sixty-third 
Congress voted for his great deception. Some of them remem- 
bered the teachings of Jefferson; and, through the years, there 
has been no criticism of the Federal Reserve Board and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks so honest, so outspoken, and so unsparing as 
those which have been voiced here by Democrats. Again, al* 
though a number of Republicans voted for the Federal Reserve 
Act, the wisest and most conservative members of the Rq[>ubli* 
can Party would have nothing to do with it and voted against it 
A few days before the bill came to a vote, Sen. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, wrote to Sen. John W. Weeks as fol- 
lows: 

SENATOR HENRY CABOT LODGE 
New York Ci^, December 17, 1913. 

MY DEAR SENATOR WEEKS: ....Throughout my pubUc 
life I have supported all measures designed to take the govern- 
ment out of die banking business.... This bill puts tte gov- 
ernment into the banking business as never before in our history 
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and iiiala», as I understand it, all notes government notes when 

they should be bank notes. 

The powers vested in the Federal Reserve Board seem to me 
highly dangerous, especially where there is political control of 
the board. I should be sorry to hold stock in a bank subject to 
such domination. The bill as it stands seems to me to open the 
way to a vast inflation of the currency. There is no necessity of 
dwelling upon this point after the remarkable and most powerful 
argument of die senior Senator from New York. I can be eon* 
tent here to follow the example of the English candidate for 
Parliament who thought it enough "to say ditto to Mr. Burke". I 
will merely add that I do not like to think that any law can be 
passed which will make it possible to submerge the gold stan- 
dard in a flood of irredeemable paper currency. 

I had hoped to support this bili» but I can not vote for it as it 
stands, because it seems to me to contain features and to rest 
upon principles in the highest degree menacing to our pros- 
perity, to stability in business, and to the general wel&re of the 

people of the United States.

In the 18 years which have passed since Senator Lodge wrote 
that letter of warning ail of his predictions have come true, llie 
Government is in the banking business as never before. Against 

its will it has been made the backer of horsethieves and card 
sharps, bootleggers, smugglers, speculators, and swindlers in all 
parts of the world. Through the Federal Reserve Board and the 
Federal Reserve Banks the riffraff of every country is operating 
on the public credit of the United States Government. Mean- 
while, and on account of it, we ourselves are in the midst of the 
greatest depression we have ever known. Thus the menace to 
our prosperity, so feared by Senator Lodge, has indeed struck 
home. From the Adantic to the Pacific our country has been 
ravaged and laid waste by the evil practices of the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks and the interests 
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whidi control them. At no time in our history has the general 

welfiare of the people of the United States been at a lower level 
or the mind of the people so filled with despair. 

Recently in one of our states 60,000 dwelling houses and 
farms were brought under the hammer in a single day. Ac- 
cording to the Rev. Father Charles £. Coughlin, who has lately 
testified before a committee of this House, 71,000 houses sood 
fiums in Oakland County, Mich., have been sold and their erst- 
while owners dispossessed. Similar occurrences have probably 
taken place in every county in the United States. The people 
who have thus been driven out are the wastage of the Federal 
Reserve Act. They are the victims of the dishonest and 
unscrupulous Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve 
Banks. Their children are the new slaves of the auction block in 
the revival here of the institution of human slavery. 

In 1913, before the Senate Banking and Currency Conmiit- 
tee, Mr. Alexander Lassen made the following statement: 

'*But the whole scheme of a Federal Reserve bank with its 

commercial-paper basis is an impractical, cumbersome machin- 
ery, is simply a cover, to find a way to secure the privilege of 
issuing money and to evade payment of as much tax upon cir- 
culation as possible, and then control the issue and maintain, in- 
stead of reduce, interest rates. It is a system that, if inaugu- 
rated, will prove to the disadvantage of the States. It will mean 
continued shortage of actual money and further extension of 
credits; for when there is a lack of real money people have to 
borrow credit to their cost.** 

A few days before the Federal Reserve Act was passed Sen. ' 

Elihu Root denounced the Federal Reserve Bill as an outrage on 
our liberties and made the following prediction: 

"Long before we wake up from our dreams of prosperity i 
through an inflated currency, our gold, which alone could 
have kept us from catastrophe, will have vanished and no rate 
of inierest will tempt ii to return. " 
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If ever a prophecy came true, that one did. It was impossi- 
ble, however, for those luminous and instructed thinkers to con- 
trol the course of events. On December 23, 1913, the Federal 
Reserve Bill became law, and that night Coiondl House wrote to 
bis hkkieii master in Wall Street as follows: 

COLONEL HOUSE. AGAIN 

"I want to say a word of appreciation to you for the silent but 
no doubt effective work you have done in the interest of cur- 
rency legislation and to congratulate you that the measure has 
finally been enacted into law. We all know that an entirely per- 
fect bill, satisfactory to everybody, would have been an im- 
possibility, and I feel quite certain fair men will admit that un- 
less the President had stood as firm as he did we should likely 
have had no l^islation at all. The bill is a good one in many re- 
spects; anyhow good enough to start with and to let experience 
teadi us in what direction it needs perfection, which in due time 
we shall then get. In any event you have personally good reason 
to feel gratified with what has been accomplished." 

The words "unless the President had stood as firm as he did 
we should likely have had no legislation at all", were a gentle 
reminder that it was Colonel House himself, the "holy monk**, 
who had kept the President firm. 

The foregoiog letter affords striking evidence of the manner 
in which the pr^tory interests then sought to control the Gov- 
ernment of the United States by surrounding the Executive with 

the personality and the influence of a financial Judas. Left to it- 
self and to the conduct of its own legislative functions without 
pressure from the Executive, the Congress would not have 
passed the Federal Reserve Act. According to Colonel House, 
and since this was his report to his master, we may believe it to 
be true, the Federal Reserve Act was passed because Wilson 
stood firm; in other words because Wilson was under the guid- 
ance and control of the most ferocious usurers in New York 
thiCNigh their hiieling. House. The Federal Reserve Act became 
law the day before Christmas Eve in the year 1913, and shortly 
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afterwards the German international bankers, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., sent one of their partners here to run it 

In 1913, when the Federal Reserve Bill was submitted to the 
Democratic caucus, there was a discussion in regard to the form 
the proposed p^>er currency should take. 

The proponents of the Federal Reserve Act, in tfadr 

determination to create a new kind of paper money, had not , 

needed to go outside of the Aldrich Bill for a model. By the 
terms of the Aldrich Bill, bank notes were to be issued by the 
National Reserve Association and were to be secured partly by ' 
gold or lawful money and partly by circulating evidences of ; 
debt. The first draft of the Federal Reserve Bill presented the [ 
same general plan, that is, for bank notes as opposed to gpvem- 
ment notes, but with certain differences of refulation. 

THE LEGACY OF 
WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN 

When the provision for the issuance of Federal Reserve 
Notes was placed before President Wilson he approved of it, but 
other Democrats were more mindful of Democratic principles ' 
and a groat protest greeted the plan. Foremost amongst those 
who denounced it was William Jennings Bryan, the Secretary of 
State. Bryan wished to have the Federal Reserve Notes issued 
as government obligations. President Wilson had an interview j 
with him and found him adamant At the conclusion of the in- , 
terview Bryan left with the understanding that he would resign if ! 
the notes were made bank notes. The Prerident then sent for his 
Secretary and explained the matter to him. Mr. Tumulty went i 
to see Bryan and Bryan took from his library shelves a book I 
containing all the Democratic platforms and read extracts from i 
them bearing on the mailer of the public currency. Returning to j 
the President, Mr. Tumulty told him what had happened and i 
ventured the opinion that Mr. Bryan was right and that Mr. Wil- : 
son was wrong. The President then asked Mr. Tumulty to show | 
him where the Democratic Party in its national platforms had i 
ever taken the view indicated by Bryan. Mr. TUmulty gave him ; 
the book, which he had brought from Bryan's house, and the 
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President read very carefully plank after plank on the currency. 
He then said, "I am convinced there is a great deal in what Mr. 
' Bryan says", and thereupon it was arranged that Mr. Tumulty 
should see the proponents of the Federal Reserve Bill in an ef- 
fort to bring about an adjustment of the matter. 

The remainder of this story may be Void in the words of Sen- 
ator Glass. Concerning Bryan's opposition to the plan of al- 
lowing the proposed Federal Reserve Notes to take the form of 

bank notes and the manner in which President Wilson and the 
proponents of the Federal Reserve Bill yielded to Bryan in re- 
turn for his support of the measure. Senator Glass makes the 
following statement: 

"The only other feature of the currency bill around which a 
conflict raged at this time was the note-issue provision. Long 
before I knew it, the President was desperately worried over it. 
IBs tcoaomc good sense told him the notes should be issued by 
tiie banks and not by the government; but some of his advisers 
told him Mr. Bryan could not be induced to give his support to 
any bill that did not provide for a 'Government Note'. There 
was in the Senate and House a large Bryan following which, 
united with a naturally adversary party vote, could prevent 
legislation. Certain overconfident gentlemen proffered their 
services in the task of 'managing Bryan'. They did not budge 
him.... When a decision could no longer be postponed the 
President summoned me to the White House to say he wanted 
Federal Reserve Notes to 'be obligations of die United States' . I 
was for an instant speechless. With all the earnestness of my 
being I remonstrated, pointing out the unscientific nature of such 
a thing, as well as the evident inconsistency of it. 

" ' There is not, in truth, any Government obligation here, 
Mr. President', I exclaimed. 'It would be a pretense on its face. 
; Was there ever a government note based primarily on the prop- 
erty of banking institutions? Was there ever a government issue 
not one dollar of which could be put out except by demand of a 
bank? The suggested government obligation is so remote it 
could never be discerned, ' I concluded, out of breath. 
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* ' Exactly so. Glass,' earnestly said the President. 'Every 

word you say is true; the government liability is a mere thought. 
And so, if we can hold to the substance of the thing and give the 
other fellow the shadow, why not do it» if thereby we may save 
ourbUi?' - 

Shadow and substance! One can see from this how little 
President Wilson knew about banking. UnioiowiDgj^, he gatve 
the substance to the faiternatioBal banker and the shadow to 
die common man. Thus was Bryan circumvented in his efforts 

to uphold the Democratic doctrine of the rights of the people. 
Thus the "unscientific blur" upon the bill was perpetrated. The 
"unscientific blur", however, was not the fact that the United 
States Government, by the terms of Bryan's edict, was obliged 
to assume as an obligation whatever currency was issued. Mr. 
Bryan was right when he insisted ttiat the United States should 
preserve its sovereignty over the public currency. The 
^unscientific blur" was the nature of the currency itself, a nature 
which makes it unfit to be assumed as an obligation of the 
United States Government It is the worst currency and the 
most dangerous this country has ever known. When the propo 
nents of the act saw that Democratic doctrine would not permit 
them to let the proposed banks issue the new currency as bank 
notes, they should have stopped at that. They should not have 
foisted that kind of currency, namely, an asset currency, on the 
United States Government. They should not have made the , 
government liable on the private debts of individuals and cor- 
porations and, least of all, on the private debts of foreigners. 

The Federal Reserve Note is essentially unsound. 

As Demmerer says: 

" The Federal Reserve Notes, therefore, in form have some 
of the qualities of government paper money, but, in substance, 
are almost a pure asset currency possessing a government guar- 
anty against which contingency die government has made no 
provision whatever. 
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They are obligations of the government for which the 
' United States has received nothing and for the payment of which 
at any time it assumes the responsibility looking to the Federal 
Reserve Bank to recoup itself. 

If the United States Government is to redeem the Federal Se- 
serve Notes when the general public finds out vAM it costs to 
deliver diis flood of paper money to the 12 Federal Reserve 

! Banks, and if the government has made no provision for 
redeeming them, the first element of their unsoundness is not far 
to seek. 

Before the Senate Banking and Currency Committee, while 
! the Federal Reserve Bill was under discussion, Mr. Crozier, of 
Cincinnati, said: 

MR. CROZIER. AGAIN 

"In other words, the imperial power of elasticity of the public 
currency is wielded exclusively by these central corporations 
owned by the banks. This is a life and death power over all lo- 
cal banks and all business. It can be used to create or destroy 
prosperity, to ward off or cause stringencies and panics. By 
making money artificially scarce, interest rates throughout the 
country can be arbitrarily raised and the bank tax on all business 
and cost of living increased for the profit of the banks owning 
ihc«e regional central banks, and without the slightest benefit to 
the people. These 12 corporations together cover the whole 
country and monopolize and use for private gain every dollar of 
the public currency and all public revenues of the United States. 
Not a dollar can be put into circulation among the people by 
their Government without the consent of and on terms fixed by 

these 12 private money trusts.** 

In defiance of this and all other warnii^, the proponents of 
the Federal Reserve Act created the 12 private credit corpora- 
tions and gave them an absolute monopoly of the currency of the 
United States, not of Federal, Reserve Notes alone, but of all die 
currency. The Federal Reserve Act provided ways by means of 
which the gold and general currency in the hands of the Ameri- 
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can people could be obtained by the Federal Reserve Banks in 
exchange for Federal Reserve Notes, which are not money 
but merely promises to pay money. Since the evil day when 
this was done the initial monopoly has been extended by vicious 
amendments to the Federal Reserve Act and by the unlawful and 
treasonable practices of the Federal Reserve Board and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. 

Mr. Chairman, when a Chinese merchant sells human hair lo 
a I^ris wigmaker and bills him in dollars, the Federal Reserve 

Banks can buy his bill against the wigmaker and then use that 
bill as collateral for Federal Reserve Notes. The United States 
Government thus pays the Chinese merchant the debt of the 
wigmaker and gets nothing in return except a sliady title to the 
Chinese hair. 

Mr. Chairman, if a Scotch distiller wishes to send a cargo of 
Scotch whisky to the United States, he can draw his bill against 
the purchasing bootlegger in dollars; and after tbo bootlegger 
has accepted it by writing his name across the fiice of it, the 

Scotch distiller can send that bill to the nefarious open discount 
market in New York City, where the Federal Reserve Board and 
the Federal Reserve Bankb will buy it and use it as collateral for 
a new issue of Federal Reserve Notes. Thus the Government of 
the United States pays the Scotch distiller for the whisky before 
it is shipped; and if it is lost on the way, or if the Coast Guard 
seizes it and destroys it, the Federal Reserve Banks simply write 
off the loss and the government never recovers the money that 
was paid to the Scotch distiller. While we are attempting to en- 
force prohibition here, the Federal Reserve Board and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks are financing the distillery business in Eu- 
rope and are paying bootleggers' bills with the public credit of 
the United States Government.

I will interrupt this dissertation at this point, please. I ask that 
all you readers fully understand the contents of this speech for it 
is THE TRUTH in outline and detail of tiiat which has destroyed 
your nation and pulled down your people.

Mr. Chaiiman, if a German brewer ships beer to this country 
or anywhere else in the world and draws his bill for it in doUais, 
the Federal Reserve Banks will buy that bill and use it as collat- 
eral for Federal Reserve Notes. Thus, they compel our gov- 
ernment to pay the German brewer for his beer. Why should 
the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks be 
permitted to finance the brewing industry of Germany, either in 
this way or as they do by compelling small and fearful United 
States banks to take stock in the Isenbeck Brewery and in the 
German bank for brewing industries? 

Mr. Chairman, if Dynamit Nobel of Germany wishes to sell 
dynamite to Japan to use in Manchuria or elsewhere, it can draw 
its bill against its Japanese customers in dollars and send tfiat bill 
to the nefarious open discount market in New York City, w^here 

the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks will 
buy it and use it as collateral for a new issue of Federal Reserve 
Notes, while at the same time the Federal Reserve Board will be 
helping Dynamit Nobel by stuffing its stock into the United 
States banking system. Why should we send our representatives 
to the disarmament conference at Geneva while the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks are making our 
government pay Japanese debts to German munitions makers? 
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Mr. CHiaimiaii, if a bean grower of Chile wishes to raise a 

crop of beans and sell them to a Japanese customer, he can draw 
a bill against his prospective Japanese customer in dollars and 
have it purchased by the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal 
Reserve Banks and get the money out of this country at the ex- 
pense of the American public before he has even planted the 
beans in the ground. 

Mr. Chairman^ if a German in Germany wishes to cjqxxrt 
goods to Soudi America or anywhere ebe, he can draw Iris bill 

against his customer and send it to the United States and get the 

money out of this country before he ships or even manufactures 
the goods. 

Mr. Chairman, why should the currency of the United States 
be issued on the strength of Chinese human hair? Why should it 
be issued on the trade whims of a wigmaker? Why should it be 
issued on the strength of German beer? Why should it be issued 
on a crop of unplanted beans to be grown in Chile for Js^anese 
consumption? Why should the Government of the United Slates 
be compelled to issue many billions of ddlars every year to pay 
the debts of one foreigner to another foreigner? Was it for this 
that our national-bank depositors had their money taken out of 
our banks and shipped abroad? Was it for this they had to lose 
it? Why should the public credit of the United States Govern- 
ment and likewise money belonging to our national-bank de- 
positors be used to support foreign brewers, narcotic drug ven- 
dors, whislcy distillers, wigmakers, human-hair merchants, 
Chilean bean growers, and the like? Why should our naticnal- 
bank depositors and our government be forced to finance the 
munition foctories of Germany and Soviet Russia? 

Mr. Chairman, if a German, in Germany, wishes to sell 
wheelbarrows to another German, he can draw a bill in dollars 
and get the money out of the Federal Reserve Banks before an 
American farmer could explain his request for a loan to move 
his crop to nuu'ket. In Germany, when credit instruments are 
being given, die creditors say, "See you, it must be of a kind 
that I can cash at the reserve". Other foreigners feel the same 
way. The reserve to which these gentry refer is our reserve, 
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which, as you know, is entirely made up of money belonging to 
American bank depositors. I think foreigners should cash their 
own trade paper and not send it over here to bankers who use it 
to fish cash out of the pockets of the American people. 

Mr. Chairman, there is nothing like the Federal Reserve pool 
of confiscated bank deposits in the world. It is a public trough 
of American wealth in which foreigners claim rights equal to or 

greater than those of Americans. The Federal Reserve Banks 
are the agents of the foreign central banks. They use our bank 
depositors' money for the benefit of their foreign principals. 
They barter the public credit of the United States Government 
and hire it out to foreigners at a profit to themselves. 

All this is done at the expense of the United States Gov- 
enmeatj and at a siclKeiibig loss to the American people. 
Only our great wealth oiabled us to stand Uie drain of it as 
long as we did. 

I believe that the nations of the world would have settled 
down after the World War more peacefully if we had not had 
this standing temptation here-this pool of our bank depositors* 
money given to private interests and used by them in connection 
with illimitable drafts upon the public credit of the United States 
Government. The Federal Reserve Board invited the world to 
come in and to carry away cash, credit, goods, and everything 
else of value that was movable. Values amounting to many bil- 
lions of dollars have been taken out of this country by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks for the bene- 
fit of their foreign principals. The United States has been ran- 
sacked and pillaged. Our structures have been gutted and only 
the walls are left standing. While this crime was being perpe- 
trated everything the world could rake up to sell us was brought 
in here at our own expense by the Federal Reserve Board and 
the Federal Reserve Banks until our markets were swamped 
with unneeded and unwanted imported goods priced Car above 
their value and thus made to equal the dollar volume of our hon- 
est exports and to kill or reduce our favorable balance of trade. 
As agents of the foreign central banks, the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks try by every means within 
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dieir power to reduce cur fiivorable balance of trade. They act 
for their foreign principals and they accept fees from foreigners 
for acting against the best interests of the United States. Natu- 
rally there has been great competition among foreigners for the 
favors of the Federal Reserve Board. 

What we need to do is to send the reserves of our national 
banks home to tfie peqpk who earned and prodnoed them 
and who still own them and to the banks which were oom- 
peDed to surrender ttem to predatiMry interests. We need to 
destroy the Federal Reserve pool, wfaerdn our national-bank 
reserves are impounded for the benefit of foreigners. We 
need to make it very difficult for outlanders to draw money 
away from us. We need to save America for Americans. 

Mr. Chairman, when you hold a $10 Federal Reserve Note in 
your hand you are holding a piece of paper which sooner or 
later is going to cost the Unites States Government $10 in gold, 
unless the government is obliged to give up the gold standard. It 
is protected by a reserve of 40 per cent, or $4 in gold. It is 
based on Limburger cheese, reputed to be in a foreign ware- 
house; or on cans purporting to contain peas but which may 
contain no peas but salt water instead; or on horse meal; illicit 
drugs; bootleggers' fancies; rags and bones from Soviet Russia 
of which the United States imported over a million dollars' 
worth last year; on wine, whisky, natural gas, on goat or dog 
fur, garlic on the string, or Bombay ducks. If you like to have 
paper money which is secured by such commodities, you have it 
in the Federal Reserve Note. If you desire to obtain die thing of 
value upon which this paper currency is based— that is, die Um- 
burger cheese, the whisky, the illicit drugs, or any of die other 
staples-you will have a very hard time finding them. Many of 
these worshipful commodities are in foreign countries. Are you 
going to Germany to inspect her warehouses to see if the speci- 
fied things of value are there? I think not. And what is more, I 
do not think you would find them if you did go. 

Immense sums beloiiging to our national-bank depositors 
have been given to Germany on no collateral security whatever. 
The Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks have 
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issued United States currency on mere finance drafts drawn by 

Germans. Billions upon billions of our money has been pumped 
into Germany by the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Re- 
serve Banks. Her worthless paper is still being negotiated here 
and renewed here on the public credit of the United States Gov- 
ernment and at the expense of the American people. On April 
n, 1932, the Federal Reserve outfit sent $750»000» belonging to 
American bank depositors^ in gold to Germany. A week later, 
anoAer $300,000 in fold was shipped to Germany in the same 
way. About the middle of May $12,000,000 in gold was 
shipped to Germany by the Federal Reserve Board and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. Almost every week there is a shipment of 
gold to Germany. These shipments are not made for profit on 
exchange since German markk are below parity against the dol- 
lar. 

Mr. Chairman, I believe that the national-bank depositors of 
the United States are entitled to know what the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks are doing with their 
money. There are millions of national-bank depositors in this 

country who do not know that a percentage of every dollar they 
deposit in a member bank of the Federal Reserve System goes 
automatically to the American agents of foreign banks and that 
all of their deposits can be paid away to foreigners without their 
knowledge or consent by the crooked machinery of the Federal 
Reserve Act and the questionable practices of the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. Mr. Chairman, die 
American people should be told the truth by their servants in of- 
fice. 

In 1930 we had over half a billion dollars outstanding daily to 
finance foreign goods stored in or shipped between foreign 
countries. In its yearly total, this item amounts to several billion 
dollars. What goods are those upon which the Federal Reserve 
Banks pledge several billion dollars of the public credit of the 
United States? What goods are those which are hidden in Euro- 
pean and Asiatic storehouses and which have never been seen by 
any officer of this government, but which are being financed on 
the public credit of the United States Government? What goods 
are those iqion which the United States Government is being 
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obliged by the Federal Reserve Banks to issue Federal Reserve 

Notes to the extent of several billion dollars a year? 



The Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks 
have been international bankers from the beginning, with the | 
United States Government as their enforced banker and supplier 
of currency. But it is nonetheless extraordinary to see those 12 
private credit monopolies buying the debts of foreigners Bg^nst 
foreigners in ail parts of the world and asking the Govemment 
of die United States for new issues of Federal Reserve Notes in 
exchange for them. 



I see no reason why the American taxpayers should be hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water for the European and Asiatic 
customers of the Federal Reserve Banks. T see no reason why a 
worthless acceptance drawn by a foreign swindler as a means of j 
getting gold out of this country should receive the lowest and , 
choicest rate from the Federal Reserve Board and be treated as 
better security than the note of an American firmer living on 
American land. 



The magnitude of the acceptance racket, as it has been de- 
veloped by the Federal Reserve Banks, their foreign correspon- 
dents, and the predatory European-born bankers who set up the 
Federal Reserve institution here and taught our own brand of pi- 
rates how to loot the people— I say the magnitude of this racket is 
estimated to be in the neighborhood of $9,000,000,000 a year 
(1932). In the past ten years it is said to have amounted to 
$90,000,000,000. In my opinion, it has amounted to several 
times as much. Coupled with this you have, to the extent of bil- 
lions of dollars, the gambling in United States securities, which 
takes place in the same open discount market—a gamble upon 
which the Federal Reserve Board is now spending $100,000,000 
a week. 

Federal Reserve Notes are taken from the United States Gov- 
ernment in unlimited quantities. Is it strange that the burden of 
supplying these immense sums of money to the gambling fra- 
lerni^ his at last proved too heavy for the American people to 
endure? Would it not be a national calamity if the Federal Re-

serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks should again bind 
this burden down on the backs of the American people and, by 
means of the long rawhide whips of the credit masters, compel 
them to enter upon another 17 years of slavery? They are trying 
to do that now. They are taking $100,000,000 of the public 
credit of the United States GovemmenI every week in addition 
to all their other seizures, and they are spttmng that money in 
the nefiurious open market in New York City in a deq)erate 
gamble to reestablish their graft as a going concern. 

i They are putting the United States Government in debt to the 
extent of $100,000,000 a week, and with this money they are 
buying up our government securities for themselves and their 
foreign principals. Our people are disgusted with the experi- 
ments of the Federal Reserve Board. The Federal Reserve 
Board is not producing a loaf of bread, a yard of cloth, a bushel 
of com, or a pile of cordwood by its check-kitiog operations in 
die money market. 

A fortnight or so ago great aid and comfort was given to 
i Japan by the firm of A. Gerli & Sons, of New York, an im- 
porting firm, which bought $16,000,000 worth of raw silk from 
the Japanese Government. Federal Reserve Notes will be issued 
to pay that amount to the Japanese Government, and these notes 
will be secured by money belonging to our national-bank deposi- 
tors. 

Why should United States currency be issued on this debt? 
Why should United States currency be issued to pay the debt of 

Gerli & Sons to the Japanese Government? The Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks think more of the 
silkworms of Japan than they do of American citizens. We do 
not need $16,000,000 worth of silk in this country at the present 
time, not even to furnish work to dyers and finishers. We need 
to wear home-grown and American-made clothes and to use our 
own money for our own goods and staples. We could spend 
$16,000,000 in the United States of America on American chil- 
I dren and that would be a better investment for us than Japanese 
silk purchased on the public credit of the United States Govern- 
ment. 
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Mr. Speaker, on the 13th of January of this year I addressed 

the House on the subject of the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. In the course of my remarks I made the following state- 
ment: 

"In 1928 the member banks of the Federal Reserve System 
borrowed $60,598,690,000 from the Federal Reserve Banks on 
their 15-day promissory notes. Think of itl Sixty billion dollars 
payable upon demand in gold in the course of one siqgle year. 
The actual payment of such obligations calls for six times as 
much monetary gold as there is in the entire world. Such trans- 
actions represent a grant in the course of one single year of 
about $7,000,000 to every member bank of the Federal Reserve 
System. Is it any wonder that there is a depression in this coun- 
try? Is it any wonder that American labor, which ultimately 
pays the cost of all the banking operations of this country, has at 
last proved unequal to the task of supplying this huge total of 
cadi and credit for the benefit of stock-market manipulators and 
foreign swindlers? '* 

Mr. Chiurman, some of my colleagues have asked for more 

specific information concerning this stupendous graft, this 
frightful burden which has been placed on the wage earners and 
taxpayers of the United States for the benefit of the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. They were sur- 
prised to learn that member banks of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem had received the enormous sum of $60,598,690,000 from 
the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks on 
their promissory notes in the course of one single year, namely, 
1928. Anodier Member of this House, Mr. Beedy, the honor- 
able gentleman from Maine, has questioned the accuracy of my 
statement and has informed me that the Federal Reserve Board 
denies absolutely that these figures are correct. This Member 
has said to me that the thing is unthinkable, that it cannot be, 
that it is beyond all reason to think that the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks should have so subsidized 
and endowed their favorite banks of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. This Member is horrified at the thought of a graft so great, 
a bounty so detrimental to the public wel&re as sixty and a half 
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billion dollars a year and more shoveled out to favmd banks of 

the Federal Reserve System. 

I sympathize with Mr. Beedy. I would spare him pain if I 
could, but the facts remain as I have stated them. In 1928, the 
Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks presented 
the staggering amount of $60,598»690,000 to their member 
banks at the expense of the wage earners and taxpayers of the 
United States. In 1929, the year of the stocbnarket crash, the 
Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks advanced 
fif^-eight billions to member banks. 

In 1930, while the speculating banks were getting out of the 
stock market at the expense of the general public, the Federal 
Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks advanced them 
$13,022,782,000. This shows that when the banks were gam- 
bling on the public credit of the United States Government as 
represented Federal Reserve currency, diey were subsidized 
to any amount they required by the Federal Reserve Board and 
tte Federal Reserve Banks. When the swindle began to fail, the 
banks knew it in advance and withdrew from the market. They 
got out with whole skins and left the people of the United 
States to pay the piper. 

On November 2, 1931, I addressed a letter to the Federal Re- 
serve Board asking for the aggregate total of member bank bor- 
rowings in the years 1928, 1929, 1930. In due course, I re- 
ceived a reply from the Federal Reserve Board, dated Novem- 
ber 9, 1931, die pertinent part of which reads as follows: 

My Dear Congressman: In reply to your letter of November 
2, you are advised that the aggregate amount of 15 -day promis- 
sory notes of member banks during each of the past three eaten- 
dor years has been as follows: 

1928: $60,598,690,000 
1929: $58,046,697,000 
1930: $13,022,782,000

statement. As for the denial of these facts made to him by the '

For every dollar they advanced on re- 
discounts in 1928 they lent $33 to their favorite banks for gam- 
bling purposes. In other words, their rediscounts in 1928 : 
amounted to SI ,814,271,000, while their loans to member banks j 
amounted to $60,598,690,000. [H: Chelas, do you hear this? 
.Vnd this was in 1928; what think you it is today?] As for \ 
their open-market operations, these are on a stupendous scale, , 
and no tax is paid on the acceptances they handle; and their for- 
eign principals, for whom they do a business of several billioo 
ddlars every year, pay no income tax on thdr profits to tte 
United States Government. 

This is the John Law swindle over again. The theft of Teapot 
Dome was trifling compared to it. What king ever robbed his 
subjects to such an extent as the Federal Reserve Board and 
the Federal Reserve Banks have robbed us? Is it any wonder i 
that there have lately been 90 cases of starvation in one of the 
New York hospitals? Is it any wonder that the children of this j 
country are being dispersed and abandoned? 
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The government and the people of the United States have 
been swindled by swindlers de luxe to whom the acquisition of 
American gold or a parcel of Federal Reserve Notes presented 
no moie difficulty than the drawing up of a worthless acceptance 
in a country not subject to the laws of the United States, by 
I ahttpers not subject to die jurisdiction of the United SMes 
ooorls, shaipers with a strong banking "fence" on this side of 
die waler-a "fence" acting as a receiver of the worthless paper 
coming from abroad, endorsing it and getting the currency out 
of the Federal Reserve Banks for it as quickly as possible, ex- 
changing that currency for gold, and in turn transmitting the 
gold to its foreign confederates.

Such were the exploits of Ivar Kreuger, Mr. Hoover's friend, 
and his hidden Wail Street backers. Eveiy dollar of the billions 
Kieagfit and his gang drew out of this country on acoqitances 
was dfswn firom the government and die people of the United 

States through the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Re- 
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serve Banks. The credit of the United States Oovemment was 

peddled to him by the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal 
Reserve Banks for their own private gain. That is what the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks have been 
doing for many years. THEY HAVE BEEN PEDDLING THE 
CREDIT OF THIS GOVERNMENT AND THE SIGNATURE 
OF THIS GOVERNMENT TO THE SWINDLERS AND 
SPECULATORS OF ALL NATIONS. THAT IS WHAT 
HAPPENS W HEN A COUNTRY FORSAKRS ITS CON- 
STITUTION AND GIVES ITS SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE 
PUBLIC CURRENCY TO PRIVATE INTERESTS. GIVE 
THEM THE FLAG AND THEY WILL SELL IT . 

The nature of Kreuger's organized swindle and the bankrupt 
condition of Kreuger's combine was known here last June when 
Hoover sought to exempt Kreuger's loan to Germany of one 
hundred twenty-five millions from the operation of the Hoover 
moratorium. The bankrupt condition of Kreuger's swindle was 
known here last summer when $30,000,000 was taken from 
American taxpayers by certain bankers in New York for the os- 
tensible purpose of permitting Kreuger to make a loan to 
Colombia. Colombia never saw that money. The nature of 
Kreuger's swindle and the bankrupt condition of Kreuger was 
known here in January when he visited his friend, Mr. Hoover, 
at the White House. It was known here in March before he 
went to Paris and committed suicide there. 

Mr. Chairman, I think the people of the United States are en- 
titled to know how many billions of dollars were placed at the 
disposal of Kreuger and his gigantic combine by the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks and to know how 

much of our government currency was issued and lost in the fi- 
nancing of that great swindle in the years during which the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks took care of 
Kreuger's requirements. 

Mr. Chairman, I believe there should be a congressional in- 
vestigation of the operations of Kreuger and Toll in the United 
States and that Swedish Match, International Match, the 
Swedish-American Investment Corporation, and all related 
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enterprises, including the subsidiary companies of Kreuger and 
Toll, should be investigated and that the issuance of United 
States currency in connection with those enterprises and the use 
of our national-bank depositors' money for Kreuger's benefit 
should be made known to the general public. I am referring, 
not only to the securities which were floated and sold in this 
country, but also to the commercial loans to Kreuger's enter* 
prises md the mass financing of Kreuger's companies by the 
Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks and the 
predatory institutions which the Federal Reserve Board and the 
Federal Reserve Banks shield and harbor. 

A few days ago the President of the United States, with a 
white face and shaking hands, went before the Senate on behalf 
of the moneyed interests and asked the Senate to levy a tax (m 
tte people so that foreigners might know that the United States 
would pay its debts to them. Most Americans thought that it 
was the other way around. What does the United States owe to 
foreigners? When and by whom was the debt incurred? It was 
incurred by the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve 
Banks when they peddled the signature of this government to 
foreigners for a price. It is what the United States Government 
has to pay to redeem the obligations of the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. Are you going to let 
those thieves get off scot free? Is there one law for the looter 
who drives up to the door of the United States Treasury in his 
limousine and another for the United States veterans who are 
sleeping on the floor of a dilapidated house on the outskirts of 
Washington? 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad is here asking for a large 
loan from the people and the wage earners and the taxpayers of 
the United Slates. It is begging for a handout from the gov- 
ernment. It is standing, cap in hand, at the door of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, where all the other jackals 
have gathered to the feast. It is asking for money that was 
raised from the people by taxation, and it wants this money of 
the poor for the benefit of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the German 
international bankers. Is there one law for the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad and another for the needy veterans it threw off its 
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freight cars the other day? Is there one law for sleek and pros- 
perous swindlers who call themselves bankers and another law 
for the soldiers who defended the United States fisigl 

Mr. Chairman, some people are horrifiedi because the collat- 
eral behind Kreuger and Toll debentures was removed and 
worthless collateral substituted for it What is this but what is 
being done daily by the Federal Reserve Banks? When the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act was passed, the Federal Reserve Banks were 
allowed to substitute "other like collateral" tot collateral behind 
Federal Reserve Notes but by an amendment obtained at the re- , 
quest of the corrupt and dishonest Federal Reserve Board, the 
act was changed so that the word "like" was stricken out. All 
that immense irouble was taken here in Congress so that the law 
would permit the Federal Reserve Banks to switch collateral. At 
the present time behind the scenes in the Federal Reserve Banks 
there is a night-and-day movement of collateral. A visiting En- 
gllshman, leaving the United SMBg a bw weeks ago said that 
tilings would look better here after "they cleaned up the mess at 
Wadiington". Cleaning up the mess consists in fooliiig the peo- 
ple and making them pay a second time for the bad foreign i 
investments of the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Re- 
serve Banks. Il consists in moving that heavy load of dubious 
and worthless foreign paper— the bills of wigmakers, brewers, 
distillers, narcotic-drug vendors, munition makers, illegal fi- 
nance drafts, and worthless foreign securities out of the banks 
and putting it on the back of American labor. That is what the i 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation is doing now. [H: Is this 
not EXACTLY thai whicb the Resolutioii Tnial CorpmnHkMi 
is during right now to your popuiaoe? Periiaps yoa niiglit ex- 
plain it to me otherwise if you dKsagreel] They talk about 
loans to banks and railroads but they say very little about that 
other business of theirs which consists in relieving the swindlers 
who promoted investment trusts in this country and dumped | 
worthless foreign securities into them and then resold that mess i 
of pottage to American investors under cover of their own cor- 
porate titles. The Reconstruction Finance Corporation is taking 
over those worthless securities from those investment trusts with 
United States Treasury money at the expense of the American 
taxpayer and wage earner. [Hz Note tfiat tlicgr didn't cvoa 
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bother to change the title hardly at all— and they derived 
great humor in so-doing; the room was rocking with laugh- 
, ler as they put that one over on you Americans. Que of 
your groit Senators said, '*The sudcers will never even no- 
tloei'*] 

It will take us 20 years to redeem our government, 20 years 
of penal servitude to pay off die gambling debts of the traitorous 

Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks and to 
earn again that vast flood of American wages and savings, bank 
deposits, and United States Government credit which the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks exported out 
of this country to their foreign principals. 

The Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks 
I laldy conducted an anti-hoarding campaign here. Then they 
took that extra money which they had persuaded a tnisdng 
American people to put into the banks and they sent it to Europe 
along with the rest. In the last several months, they have sent 
$1,300,000,000 in gold to their foreign employers, their foreign 
masters, and every dollar of that gold belonged to the people of 
the United States and was unlawfully taken from them. 

Is not it high time that we had an audit of the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks and an examination of all 
I our governments bonds and securities and public moneys instead 
I oi allowing the corrupt and dishonest Federal Reserve Board 
I and the Federal Reserve Banks to speculate widi those securities 
and this cash in the notorious open discount market of New 
York City? 

Mr. Chairman, within the limits of the time allowed me, I 
; cannot enter into a particularized discussion of the Federal Re- 
! serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. I have singled out 
the Federal Reserve currency for a few remarks because there 
has lately been some talk here of "fiat money". What kind of 
money is being pumped into the open discount market and 
dirough it into foreign channels and stock exchanges? Mr. Mills 
of the Treasury has spoken here of his horror of the printing 
presses and his horror of dishonest money. He has no horror of 
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dishonest money. If he had, he would be no party to the present 

gambling of the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve 
Banks in the nefarious open discount market of New York, a 
market in which the sellers are represented by ten great discount 
dealer corporations owned and organized by the very banks 
which own and control the Federal Reserve Board and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. Fiat money, indeed! 

After the several raids on the Treasury Mr. Mills borrows the 
speech of those who protested against those raids and speaks 
now with pretended horror of a raid on die Treasury. Where 

was Mr. Mills last October when the United States Treasury 
needed $598,000,000 of the taxpayers' money which was sup- 
posed to be in the safe-keeping of Andrew W. Mellon in the 
designated depositories of Treasury funds, and which was not in 
those depositories when the Treasury needed it? Mr. Mills was 
the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury then, and he was at 
Washington throughout October, with the exception of a very 
significant week he spent at While Sulphur l^rings closeted with 
international bankers, while tiie Italian minister, Signor Grandi, 
was being entertained-and bargained with-at Washington. 

What Mr. Mills is fighting for is the preservation, whole and 
entire, of the bankers' monopoly of all the currency of the 
United States Government. What Mr. Patman proposes is that 
the government shall exercise its sovereignty to the extent of is- | 
suing some currency for itself. This conflict of opinion between 
Mr. Mills as the spokesman of the bankers and Mr. Patman as ; 
the spokesman of the people brings the currency situation here i 
into die open. Mr. Patman and die veterans are confronted by a 
stone wall— the wall that fences m the bankers with their special 
privilege. Thus the issue is joined between the hosts of 
democracy, of which the veterans are a part, and the men of 
the king's bank, the would-be aristocrats, who deflated 
American agriculture and robbed this country for the bene- 
fit of their foreign principals. 

Mr. Chairman, last December I introduced a resolution here 
asldng for an examination and audit of the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks and all related matters. If 
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the House sees fit to make such an investigation, the people of 
the United States will obtain information of great value. This is 
a government of the people, by the people, for the people, 
consequently nothing should be concealed from the people. 
The man who deceives the people is a traitor to the United 
Stales* The man who knows or suspects that a crime has 
beat committed and who conceals or covers up that crime is 
an acces9(M7 to il. Mr. Speaicer, it is a monstrous tiling for 
Hiis great Nation of people to have its destinies presided over 
by a traitorons govmunent board acting in secret concert 

with international usurers. Every e^ort has been made by 
the Federal Reserve Board to conceal its power but the truth 
is the Federal Reserve Board has usurped the Government 
of the United States. It controls everything here and it con- 
trols all our foreign relations. It makes and breaks govern- 
ments at will* No man and no body of men is more en- 
trenched in power than the arrogant credit monopoly wliich 
operates the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve 
Banks. These evil-doers have robbed tiiis country of more 
than enough money to pay the national debt. What the na- 
tional Government has permitted the Federal Reserve Board 
to steal from the people should now be restored to the peo- 
ple. The people have a valid claim against the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. If that claim is 
enforced, Americans will not need to stand in breadlines or 
to suffer and die of starvation in the streets. Homes will be 
saved, families will be kept together, and American children 
will not be dispersed and abandoned. The Federal Rewrve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks owe the United States 
Government an immense sum of money. We ought to find 
out the exact amount of the people's claim. We should know 
the amount of the indebtedness of the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Federal Reserve Banks to the people and we 
should collect that amount immediately. We certainly 
should investigate this treacherous and disloyal conduct of 
the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. 

Here is a Federal Reserve Note. Immense numbers of these 
notes are now held abroad. I am told they amount to upward of 
a billion dollars. They constitute a claim against our govern- 
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meiit and likewise a claim against the money our people have 
deposited in the member banks of the Federal Reserve System. 

Our people's money to the extent of $1,300,000,000 has within 
the last few months been shipped abroad to redeem Federal Re- 
serve Notes and to pay other gambling debts of the traitorous 
Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks. The 
greater part of our monetary stock has been shipped to foreign- 
ers. Why should we promise to pay the debts of foreigners to 
foreigners? Why should our government be put into the position 
of supplying money to foreigners? Why should American &nn- 
ers and wage earners add millions of foreigners to die number of 
their dependents? Why should the Federal Reserve Board and 
the Federal Reserve Banks be permitted to finance our competi- 
tors in all parts of the world? Do you know why the tariff was 
raised? It was raised to shut out the flood of Federal Reserve 
goods pouring in here from every quarter of the globe— cheap 
goods produced by cheaply paid foreign labor on unlimited sup- 
plies of money and credit sent out of Siis country by the dishon- 
est and unscrupulous Federal Reserve Board and the Federal 
Reserve Banks. Go out in Washiogton to buy an electric light 
bulb and you will probably be offered one tiiat was made in 
Japan on American money. Go out to buy a pair of febric 
gloves and inconspicuously written on the inside of the gloves 
that will be offered to you will be found the words "made in 
Germany" and that means "made on the public credit of the 
United States Government paid to German firms in American 
gold taken from the confiscated bank deposits of the American 
people." 

The Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks 
are spending $100,000,000 a week buying government securities 
in the open market and are thus making a great bid for foreign 

business. They are trying to make rates so attractive that the 
human-hair merchants and distillers and other business entities 
in foreign lands will come here and hire more of the public 
credit of the United States Government and pay the Federal Re- 
serve outfit for getting it for them. 

Mr. Chairman, when the Federal Reserve Act was passed the 
people of the United States did not perceive that a world system 
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was being set up here which would make the savings of an 

American school-teacher available to a narcotic-drug vendor in 
Cacao. They did not perceive that the United States was to be 
lowered to the position of a coolie country which has nothing 
but raw materials and heavy goods for export; that Russia was 
destined to supply manpower and that this country was to sup- 
ply financial power to an international superstate-fl super- 
state controiied by international iianlcers and intemattonal 
industrialists acting together to enslave ttie world for Ocir 
ownpleasnre. 

The people of the United States are being greatly wronged. 
If they are not, then I do not know what "wronging the people* 
means. They have been driven from their employments. They 
have been dispossessed of their homes. They have been evicted 
from their rented quarters. They have lost their children. They 
have been left to suffer and to die for the lack of shelter, food, 
clodiing, and medicine. 

The wealth of the United States and the working capital of 

the United States has been taken away from them and has either 
been locked in the vaults of certain banks and great corporations 
or exported to foreign countries for the benefit of the foreign 
customers of those banks and corporations. So far as the people 
of the United States are concerned, the cupboard is bare. It is 
true that the warehouses and coal yards and grain elevators are 
full, but the warehouses and coal yards and grain elevators are 
padlocked and the great banks and corporations hold tte keys. 
The sacking of the United States by the Federal Reserve Board 
and the Federal Reserve Banks and their confederates is the 
greatest crhne in history. 

Mr. Chairman, a serious situation confronts the House of 
Representatives today. We are the trustees of the people and the 
rights of the people are being taken away from them. Tbrougb 
the Federal Reserve Board and the Federal Reserve Banks, 
the people are losiiif the rights guaranteed to them by the 
rfffltfftrirfffff Their property has been taken from them without 
due process of law. Mr. Chairman, common decency requires 
us to examine the public accounts of the government to see what 
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crimes against the public welfare have been and are being com- 
mitted. 

What is needed here is a return to the Constitution of the 
United States , We need to have a complete divorce of Bank and 
State. The old struggle that was fought out here in Jackson's 
day must be fought over again. The independent Unites States 
Treasury should be reestablished and the government should 
Ixep its own money under lock and key in tte building the peo- 
ple provided for that purpose. Asset currency, the device of die 
swindler, should be done away with. The government should 
buy gold and issue United States currency on it. The business of 
the independent bankers should be restored to them. The State 
banking systems should be freed from coercion. The Federal 
Reserve districts should be abolished and State boundaries 
should be respected . Bank reserves should be kept within the 
borders of the States whose people own them, and this reserve 
money of the people should be protected so that international 
bankers and acceptance bankers and discount dealers cannot 
draw it away from them. The exchanges should be closed while 
we are putting our financial affairs in order. The Federal Re- 
serve Act should be repealed and the Federal Reserve 
Banks, having violated their charters, should be liquidated 
immediately. Faithless government officers who have violated 
their oaths of office should be impeached and brought to trial. 
Unless this is done by us, I predict that the American people, 
outraged, robbed, pillaged, insulted, and betrayed as they are in 
theur own land, will rise in their wrath and send a President here 
who will sweep the money changers out of the temple.

MOSCOW PRESS CONFERENCE SPEECH 
by Lyndon H. LaRouche, Jr. 

April 28, 1994 

ANNO HELLENBROICH: Good afternoon, ladies and gentle- 
men. My name is Anno Hellenbroicli from Gcfmany. I woM 
like to welcome you to this afternoon press conference and I*m 

very happy that today with us is Mr. LaRouche, who has been 
having private meetings in Moscow for the last few days. We 
thought that it is probably appropriate to have discussion with 
people from the media, to have a chance to put some questions 
about physical economy and on those aspects of the work of Mr. 
LaRouche. 

Mr. LaRouche will begin with short, introductory remarks and 
then we'll take questions. 

Opening Statement 

LYNDON LAROUCHE: I of course have come here primarily 
on matters of scientific interest, to discuss with not only mem- 
bers of the Universal Ecological Academy, but also with 
branches of the Russian Academy of Sciences and others. 

The principal subject of these meetings is the principles of 
physical economy as they are applicable to today's situation. 
The particular point of my general emphasis has been the fiict 
that die so-called free market system is about to collapse. To 

seek relief in the so-called free enterprise system is like a young 
egg trying to find its future underneath a dead hen. 

Thus, here, as in other countries, one must not talk about how to 
survive under the free market system, but how to survive after 
its death, which will be very soon. Thus we have to talk about 
{physical economy}; that is, the kind of economic principles 
which must guide us to maintain economic life under conditions

of {general global collapse} of the present dominant financial 
and monetary systems around the world. 

I have warned, of course, that there is a certain degree of un- 
certainly as to {timing} of the collapse. We have already seen, 
in the past six or seven weeks, on international markets, a great 
d^iee of financial collapse. This has so far hit public^ both 
die major speculators-^the wildest speculalors-and banking and 
private financial institutions which have been heavily involved in 
such speculation. And we have the prospect of the spectacle of 
a group of gangsters going to their banker to collect their money 
with their guns drawn, and finding that he has no money— which 
means that we are no longer discussing the question of the rela- 
tive virtues of the former Communist or the so-called free trade 
system, but looking for the third system which will survive this 
collapse. 

I have emphasized that, under conditions of a global finandal 

collapse, one of the greatest assets of Russia is the scientific 
community, especially that which, of course, was involved in 
economic activities such as aerospace and military; and of 
course the protection of the machine-tool sector inside the Rus- 
sian economy. This scientific potential of Russia is its greatest 
economic asset internationally, which, to my dismay, has been 
somewhat dissipated under the present financial and economic 
conditions. 

At the same time, we have been discussing with the sdentists 
some of the more advanced and profound implications in madi- 

ematics in particular, and in mathematical analysis (as by com- 
puter methods), of my discoveries in the field. 

In conclusion, I can only say that I have so far enjoyed this visit 
very much. 

Questions and Answers 

VIKTOR KUZIN, Bureau for Human Rights Defense Without 
Borders: It is now obvious for the whole world that the firee 
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markel policy is no way out foir Russia, because this system pro- 
ceeds from the principle of freedom taken to the absurd. 

What, however, indicates to you that the collapse can take place 
in the near future? What are the concrete indications of this? 

MR. LAROUCHE: One has to look at the structure of the fi- 
nancial speculation. The structure is based on a number of fac- 
tors which are new to ''bubbles" in history. We have had fiittn- 
cial bubbles in history before, but diis one has certain new fea- 
tures. One is the very significant role of {radical deregulation} 
in the international financial system. People are engaging in 
forms of so-called "legal" transactions for which one would 
have been shot in the former civilized nations. These formerly 
illegal things, which would be considered almost high treason, 
are being perpetrated by leading financial institutions. Never 
before has there been in modem history such {unregulated} 
speculation. 

Secondly, the {method of thinking} by the speculators is derived 
from the work of John Von Neumann in economic systems, who 

is one of the greatest and most successful criminals in the history 
of mathematics: a man utterly without the slightest shred of 
morality about anything, including science. The popularity of 
Von Neumann's system depends upon the popularity of comput- 
ers, especially the widespread, increasing use of computers in 
the Western European, Japanese and North American markets. 

The result is the introduction of so-called "program trading/ j 
which is automatic trading, using sophisticated conununicadons 

links. 

It is difficult to state precisely what the total physical product of 
the planet Earth is. But it is in the order of magnitude of a cou- 
ple tens of trillions of dollars. The current turnover in admitted 
speculative instruments on various financial markets which are 
expensed, is {over $16 trillion}. There is in addition to that, an 
unexposed, very large amount, maybe almost as large, in hidden 
markets. The total transaction of turnover in these speculative 
markets, is probably in excess of $300 trillion a year. 
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This bubble exists by {sucking the blood,} in the form of vari- 
ous kinds of profit and yield from the real economy at the base. 
The principal method of growth, is what is called asset-strip- 

Take a situation in Russia as an example of asset stripping. The 
value of the Ruble is artificially low. This is done by managed 

speculative exchange markets which tell the Russians, "Your 

ruble is worth only so much in dollars." So if the Russian 
wishes to buy, the Russian must have hard currency-not only to 
buy foreign products, but now, to buy many of the internal 
products. The result is a vast {looting} of the Russian economy 
through the exchaAge process. 

Take, for example, Russian flats [apartments, which are now 
being privatized-ed.]. Look at the value of those flats in 1989; 
and you must compare the income of the average Rusrian 
housdhold with tfie price they paid for the flat Take the same 

flats today. Compare them with the average Russian income of 
the flat holder. The flats are taken; people are killed to get their 
flats. What happens? Somebody sells the flat, for profit— or for 
desperation. 

When they sell the flat, somebody buys the flat. Someone then 
goes Id the bank, to get money to buy the flat. The Russian 
bankiqg sy^m is therefore full of mortgages on flats. These 
fiats are priced at prices on the mortgage, Iway dx>ve} anv 
price in London or Beriin or New York, and so forth; which 
means the price of the fiat on the bank's books is {fraudulent}. 

The Russian banking system now uses this as a capital base in 
international hard-currency exchange markets. So therefore, 
Russian gangsters and others now deliver the blood of the Rus- 
sian people to these foreign speculators. This is what's hap- 
pening inside Germany; less severe, but the same thing. The 
collai»e of Credit Lyonnais, one of the great banks of France, is 
the result of the same process. This is going on inside the 
United States. 
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So to sustain this bubble, this flow of looting must come out of 
the economy. Also, as a result of this, there is no credit for in- 
dustry or farms. The employment base of the economy shrinks. ' 
The tax revenue base of the state shrinks. The bubble gets big- 
ger. 

This is like a cancer in the final stage. The cancer eals ibb liv- 
ing, good tissue of the human being. One day the caaoer diet 
because the human being has died. The cancer has eaten up its | 

food supply. So the international financial system— the so-called 
"free market system"--is nothing but a giant parasite sucking the 
blood out of the world economy. {What happens when it can no : 
longer squeeze a sufficient additional amount out of the real ; 
economy?} It collapses at a geometric speed. Very slight fluc- 
tuations in borrowing can cause tens or hundreds of billion of | 
dollars of fluctuation in this market; very slight disturbances can , 
cause financial explosions. George Soros has already lost a : 
great amount of money, in the billions magnitude. That's only 
typical. 

Now, what we've seen in the past six to seven weeks in interna- 
tional bond markets, and in the collapse of derivatives specula- 
tion, is like the first echo of a coming major earthquake. Since ' 
financial markets, particularly speculative markets, are depen- i 
dent upon purely political considerations otherwise, it is impos- \ 
sible to say on what day the whole thing will totally collapse. 
Maybe next week, maybe next month, maybe the fall; maybe ; 
next year. j 

It's like predicting the day on which a cancer victim will die. 
You don't know when the person will die. But the person 

knows, the doctors know, he's going to die, but can't say when. 
And so, with the unpredictable factors, they know he's going to 
die soon. 

In the same sense, this thing is {finished}. It {cannot} survive. 
And when it collapses, it will collapse the political power of i 
those who are {owned} by it. So you say this is not a (cyclical) 
financial crisis* it is a {systemic} one. 
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MR. KUZIN: It is important for us in Ihistia to understand 

cisely who and what institutions personify the threat to Russia 
from this type of activity. And the other, sub-question: What 
institutions or organizations represent the most serious opposi- 
tion to this course of events, and thus danger to it? 

MR. LAROUCHE: Well, it is centered in the system that the 
British set up. 

The bubble began in 1971-75, with the collapse of the Bretton 

Woods gold reserve agreements. Then you had the oil price cri- 
sis of 1973-75, which established a floating-exchange rate inter- 
national financial system. That was consolidated by the Ram- 
bouillet agreements in 1975 in France, the international mone- 
tary agreements. 

The center of the bubble has the London market. The vehicle is 
now become die United Nations, particularly the Intematicmal 
Moneta^ Fund, which is a subsidiary of die United Nations; 
and the World Bank, and so ibrdi and so on. This goes together 

with an international policy which has two aspects, which are 
centered in the economic and social council of the United Na- 
tions Organization, which is a completely ideological collection 
of witches. What would you call it in Russian— the Baba Yaga 
Memorial Socie^? 

These are the people who ideologically were responsible for 
trying to turn the world toward population reduction, toward 
ending scientific and technological progress, toward eliminating 
all systems of education that develop the cognitive power of stu- 
dents. These are the fanatics of the New Age. 

So in addition to the {sickness} itself of speculation, it has a 
running dog in the form of these (New Age ideologues). 

For example: If you say "IMF policies are killing more people 
in Africa than Hitier killed during World War H,** they will sajy 
"Yes, that's true; that is very fortunate. Beomse Africa is 
cverpopulated." 
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These are the people who, if you talk to them about the effect of 

shock therapy on Russia, and you ask, "What are you doing to 
Russia? If they become desperate, they have thermonuclear 
weapons." And the Russians will say, "We have thermonuclear 
weapons, why should we be hungry?" They will say, "No, it is 
{necessary} to administer shock therapy, to destroy Russia's 
potential as an economy. Besides* the looting of Russia is 
helpiog to prop up the bubble." 

In Poland, the situation is an absolute catastrc^he; they're down 
to about 30 percent of their 1989 production per capita; and it's 
become a graveyard in which the United Nations people are 
happy to invest. In Moscow, they say the Polish model is a 
great success which we must imitate. In London, their ideo- 
logues will say, as will some in the United States, "We must 
establish a one-world empire." 

If you look at what is being done to the countries of Central and 
South America and Africa, the attempts to start wars among In- 
dia, Pakistan, Kashmir, and so forth, you see that the same peo- 
ple are trying to destroy every nation on this planet. 

You have to go back to the 1930s to understand these people. 
Hitler, contrary to rumor, was not put into power by Germans. 
Germany at the time was under Anglo-American occupation. 
The entire banking system of Germany was controlled by the 
Anglo-American bankers. In 1932, when the von Schleich^ 
government was being developed and installed, people in Lon- 
don and in New York decided to overdirow die government and 
to put Hitler into power. At that time, they were afiraid that von 
Schleicher would introduce economic cooperation with Russia, 
as a certain section of the German military had done already, 
with the so-called Black Reichswehr projects. 

So they used the Social Democrats to help them overthrow the 
von Schleicher government. Then, George Bush's lather, who 
was an official of Harriman and Company, moved the money 
from the banks into Hitler's party coffers to make the coup. 
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From 1932 to 1938, the leading circles in London and in New 
York supported Adolf Hitler's regime-because they wished a 
war between Germany and Russia, hoping that this would ac- 
complish the mutual destruction of the two countries. 

We are dealing with the same kind of mentality today. The only 
diffimnce between Thatcher and Geoige Bush and their prede- 
cessors of the 1920s and 1930s, is diat George Bush is much 
stupider than his father. 

We are dealing with {ideologues}; not with men who calculate 
profit, but ideologues who have certain Utopian impulses: to re- 
duce the people of the world in numbers and in intelligence. If 
you wish to rule over the cows, you breed them for stupidity, 
which is the way the British attempted to perpetuate their rule 
ov^ their colonies: not with guns, but by inculcating stupidity in 
the people selected to be leaders. Des^y everybody who is a 
leading force who represents national interest impulses and who 
has intelligence and courage. And put dumb cows in power! 
And then come and milk the cow. 

And that's what they're doing. They're doing it deliberately, 
out of a desire that somehow their families will rule the world 
forever in some kind of crazy Utopia. And they recognize— as 
anyone who studied history should recognize— the thing that pre- 
vented the Babylonian Empire from conquering Greece, that a 
small Greek population diat the Persian Empire (which is merely 
a name for the Babylonian Empire) could not conquer from 600 
B.C. until Alexander destroyed the Persian Empire in the middle 
of the fourth century. 

These ideologues recognize three enemies: the nation-stnte as 
an institution; scientific and technological progress; and the 
mass education of the people to be able to generate and to 
use scientific and technological progress* That's the mean- 
ing of their ideology. 

LEONID LEVIN, {Oppositsiya} newspaper: It has become the 
practice here in Russia for one person to combine two jobs, one 
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as a government official, especially the executive branch, and 
the oUier in some business structure. 

My question is does this happen in other countries; and how in 
your opinion would this affect the economic situation in Ruttia? 

MR. LAROUCHE: In the United Slates, even today, it would 
be considered corruption* Of course, the United Slates, not Ihe 
present President, but die former President, would enoourage 
that 

When Bush picked a man known to me, Robert Strauss, to be- 
come the U.S. ambassador in Moscow, my reaction was the 
United States has sent the prince of thieves to organize crime. 

One of the ways in which you induce a country to destroy itself, 
is by oiganiziiv crime within it. 

For example, in the case of Italy, Ihe charge was that all the po- 
litical parties were corrupt. The basis for the charge of corrup- 
tion, was that the Italian industries or badnesses financed die 

parties. In 1943-45, the American and British occupying au- 
thorities set up a system of political parties in Italy and arranged 
that all the parties would exist on the basis of financing by in- 
dustry. 

Here, the same thing is going on. Certain influences are trying 
to foster, in Russia, the Unds of corruption which will prevent a 
solid national government from delerminiiiig an independent 
policy. 

I could show you— it would be a longer story— documents to 

show that it is a policy of a certain section of the U.S. Govern- 
ment to foster organized crime within countries as the way to 
create a free market, and to destroy the possibility that the na- 
tion will be able to govern itself by creating a system in which 
the political parties are financed by gangsters. If a nation is 
conscious that these dangers exist, of course, it doesn't work. 
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FELKS BELELYUBSKY, {Pravda}: How do yon see tfie pro- 
cess that has occurred, of Russia being transformed into a semi- 
colonial status as part of, if you will, the periphery of the rest of 
the world? 

MR, LAROUCHE: Well, the objective always was-you've 
seM it, tberefoce you know these thii^, you've been around. 

In 19SS, you had four lepresentattves of Khrushchev who went 
to meet in London, at a public conference, with Bertrand Rus- 
sell. The basis for the meeting was a program which Russell 

had laid out many times, but especially in the October 1946 edi- 
tion of the {Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists}. Russell stated 
that the purpose of his faction in Britain was to establish world 
government. He proposed that the U.S. use its monopoly in nu- 
clear weapons (which the U.S. did not have at that moment, 
diey'd run out of them), to blackmail Stalin into coming back 
inio the {British} interpretation of the Yalta agreements. He 
said this must be done before Russia develops nuclear weapons; 
and he said privately he hoped that Stalin would die soon in or- 
der to facilitate the agreement with Stalin's successors. 

Stalin may have had many faults, but he was a complete Russian 
Third Romer; and the British understood that they had misun- 
derstood Stalin; so they then wanted to kill him. And maybe 
they did-H)r who knows what? 

As soon as Stalin was dead, there was a scramble for a new 
regime in Moscow. You had the Beria succession and so fortt 

and so on, and fmally Khrushchev managed to edge out Bui- 
ganin, which consolidated a new regime. 

At that point, Khrushchev sent an offer to Bertrand Russell. 
You can probably find, in some of the old pages of {Pravda,} 
what was said about Bertrand Russell while Stalin was still alive. 
I think the Russian vocabulary for invective was used up. 

So Khrushchev made the agreement. It was uneven; but die 
Pugwash policy of Leo Szilard of 19S8 was finally adopted. 

The United States and Britain, those behind this agreement, be- 
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lieved that they had established a global condominium between 
two adversaries. The next step, they hoped, in the long term, 
was to eliminate the adversary and iiave only tiie Empire. 

The same logic persists today from the same quarters: to use the 
remainli^ power of Russia as a subordinated fofce to londoa. 
And if you watoh vfhat the British fellows do here v/bmmer a 
conflict comes between London and Washington, you see ex- 
actly how It's being played. 

What they're trying to do today is destroy Russia by the same 
means as the Morgenthau Plan for occupied Germany. One of 
the things that worries me, is that these fellows in London would 
like to have a {civil war} occur within the territory of the for- 
mer Soviet Union to induce Russia to accept a "Blue Helmet" 
[UN Forces] arrangement within the territoiy of the former So- 
viet Union. These forces wish lo have a war of some kind be- 
tween Ukraine and Russia; an aggravation of the Transcaucasus 
crisis; a civil war In Kazakhstan; and so forth. In the process, 
they believe that they can use Russia's remaining power and loot 
it and conquer it, and create the basis for a world empire. 

MR. BELELYUBSKY: I have another question. How do you 
view the analysis of our internal political strife that's circulating 
now, according to which, the pro-American Yeltsin group 
would be battling against a pro-European comprador bourgeoisie 
layer? 

MR. LAROUCH£: That's a false picture of the situation. I 
have some knowledge of the Clinton Administration. The forces 
which are behind the attempt to destroy Russia as such, are the 

British and their friends. Not all the British; there are factions 
in Britain which say that what their government is doing, is in- 
sane. And this includes some British intelligence circles which 
have long been specialists in Russian affairs. We know, be- 
cause we talk to them. 

But the conflict between London and the Clinton administration 
is the key to understanding how to look at this business; and to 
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recognize that George Bush is {essentially} the same as Mrs. 
Thatcher. 

The Clinton Administration is a small group of people-even 
within the Democratic Party— which is not distiijgiiiahed for its 
boldness. I'm considered very tough in comparison with Clin- 
ton, for example. 

But certain warnings, including those we transmitted, about 
what they were doing to Russia were received by the Clinton 
administration— the only warning that they received from any 
intelligence sources in the United States, where we said you 
cannot do this to Russia, we indicated what would happen if 
they continued the policy. You observed how Clinton reacted to 
the events of vety late September and early October. You prob- 
ably noticed a small insertion in a speech made by Clinton on 
the Russia business. You probably noticed tiie statements here 
by the Vice President, the statements by Strobe Talbott, that 
there had been too much shock therapy on Russia. 

The Clinton Administration has a policy of trying to develop a 
policy toward Russia, a Russia policy. There are some people 
in the Congress and other circles who share that concern. The 
result of Clinton's concern was an attack upon the Clinton Ad- 
ministration and Clinton himself by British intelligence, by the 
Hoilinger Corporation, which is associated wi£ the {Daily 
Telegraph). This was entirely straight British intelligence; 
HoUinger Coiporation {is} British intelligence. This is Lord 
Carrington, this is Henry Kissinger-the whole crowd. 

The chief ally of the Hollinger-Thatcher and so forth crowd, 
was what is called the Bush crowd in the United States. For the 
present time, since I'm a tough old fox, I was able to intervene 
with some information to expose the structure of this operation. 

So temporarily at least the problem that Clinton faced, has been 
stopped. 

What Fm fighting for, is a change in policy by the U.S. Gov- 
emment-not the Clinton policy, which is to be {lenient} with 
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Russia, but to understand what positive steps must be taken for 
cooperation. 

The problem with the Clinton Administration is twofold. 
They're weak and somewhat vacillating, because first of all« 
they have not decided exactly what they thiok they ahould do; 
and the inertia is to play the game (I'll oome back to lAat 
game is) which was established under Bush. 

MR. BELELYUBSKY: Excuse me, what do you mean by con- 
structive cooperation? 

MR. LAROUCHE: Well, my view is the two things I indi- 
cated. First, we're heading into the greatest financial collapse 
globally in history. The financial system globally will collapse. 
I don't think that we're going to be able to change fundamen- 
taUy the policies which are iootiiig the world imtil that collapse 
comes, because of a cowardice or weakness among political 
forces that would want to change it 

My view is that we must have clear objectives and work to see 
to it that the capabilities of those who will make the changes, 
will survive until the time comes. 

For example, the scientific-military-aerospace technology of the 
former Soviet Union as it is in Russian hands in particular, 
(must be kept alive}. So anything that can be done in the form 
of cooperation to stabilize that situation for the time beiqg, I be- 
lieve should be done. The Russian Machine4Dol sector must be 
kqyt intact for the future. Any cooperation which would assist 
in that effoct should be considered. 

There should be informational exchanges on analysis of the na- 
ture of the crisis and the measures which must be eventually 
taken. This must involve countries such as Japan, such as Ger- 
many, and so forth. We must have a group of countries which 
are prepared to cooperate at the moment of a fm^inrial hri>alf. 
down to set up a new aystem. 
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My concern is to educate the Clinton Administration and certain 
people around it on these considerations. I'm not in a position 
to (tell} them what to do» but I'm in a position to present to 
them a picture. 

MR. BELELYUBSKY: Does Geoige Soros have a correct 
evaluation of these realities? 

MR. LAROUCHE: No. He's British. He's an American citi- 
zen, but he's a British property. He's owned through the Ruih- 
schilds, by the British royal family, who set up this operation. 
That's easily traced. It's obvious. There are complications with 
George Soros, but essentially, when you come down to the peo- 
ple who can puii the strings tiiat make him live or die, that's 
where they are. 

MR. BELELYUBSKY: My last question would be: How do 
you evaluate the foreign policy of Germany today? I don't have 
quite the breaddi of inforination that you have. 

MR. LAROUCHE: Vacillating [laughs]. Vacillating. There is 
no clear government of Germany. The German Government is 
in trouble. People inside Germany as well as outside, are trying 
to destabilize the Kohl regime. The elites of Germany no longer 
have the strength of will and understanding that they had, say » 
in the 1970s. The last leading German banlcer of any imagina- 
tion was Herrhausen, and he was shot 

However, if the United States, or even a section of the Estab- 
lishment of tfie United States around the presidency, were to 

adopt a policy, this would strongly influence the position of 
Germany. And I'm very hopeful that will occur. 

ANDREI MIRONOV: I specialize in human rights. I'm inter- 
ested in your remark about the parallels with the Italian devel- I 
opment, especially insofar as it is quite apparent to anybody who 
idnows even a little bit about the Italian political system ttuit the ' 
way the political electoral practices line up in Russia, they are a 
rather exact replica of the Italian postwar system. ' 

! 
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In that connection, do you believe that the accession of the 
Berlusconi Government has adequately now shifted the situation 
in Italy; and if so, in what direction? 

MR. LAROUCHE: No. What it'a done, is gone to a new 
phase of instability . Let me give you an example. 

Shift your attention briefly to South Afirica. I saw broadcaata on 
the subject of the coming election in South Africa, while I was 

here in Moscow (I was watching CNN and some German TV 

broadcasts). Since I know the situation in South Africa rather 
well from behind the scenes, I would say the great danger in 
South Africa today, is that after Mandela is elected, someone 
will kill him. 

This is consistent with the purpose of people such as Tiny Row- 
land and the Oppenheimer/DeBeers crowd, which orchestrated 
the whole thiqg in the beginniiig. 

Now, in Italy, you have a somewhat diflerent thihg. I don't 
think anybody will shoot Berluscon. I think die difficulty wcndd 

be finding a vital organ to hit. 

But there are two ways to destroy a nation. One is to shoot the 
head of state; the other is to put a complete clown into the presi- 
dency or the prime ministership. 

What you have in Italy is not politics any more, but a circus. 
Until this is reversed, you have a government which is totally 
detadied firom the people, from the reality of the Italian situa- 
tion. 

Remember this whole operation was put into place by a meeting 
on the British royal family's yacht off the coast of Italy, in 
which all the actors planned the whole operation. And they 
destabilized Italy for the purpose of destroying its government. 
They have now created, in Italian politics, not a government, 
but a clown show. Virtually all the old parties, corrupt as some 
of them were, have disappeared. 
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You have a totally British operation, which is the Lega Nord. A 
public relations airhead-Berlusconi~who has no understanding 
of politics, no concern about it, until recently. He's a com- 
mentator on politics, not a maker of politics. You have a cap- 
tive fescist party, which is openly, completely, Benito Mussolini 
rMored. You have the remains of the former Conntmunist Party 
of Italy, or part of the remains of it, of&tage. 

This is not capable of governing the country; and this was put 

together— orchestrated— with the intent that it wouldn't govern 
the country. It's horrible. The old corruption was better. 

MR. MIRONOV: Two questions then, if I may. First of all, in 
the past, it was also quite typical in Italy to run into people who 
would say, "Ah, the government's completely corrupt, it's no 
good. But it doesn't interfere with our lives, so God be wiA 
them. We'll live our lives and the government can do what it 
wants." 

MR. LAROUCHE: This is like an Italian wife saying, "My 
husband plays around with a lot of other women. I wish he'd 
come home." 

MR. MIRONOV: Respecting what you're saying about Britain, 
it's clear even to the man in the street, you don't have to be an 
expert to see that the quality of life, the standard of living in 
Britain, is significantly lower than, say, in Italy. 

This is not a place that's rich or better off. 

MR. LAROUCHE: But the British people have nothing to do 
with British imperialism. It was never run for their interests. 

Today, of course obviously, the British Empire, the flag, is 
gone. But if you think of Britain and its empire as a breeder of 
cows, of turning human beings into cows, the British Empire 
exists in a system of cows. 

For example, what they've done, is {British ideology} domi- 
nates the world, and therefore British intelligence operates today 
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on the basis of cultural-ideolc^gical influenoes iwhich through die 

course of developments of the eighteenth, nineteenth, and twen- 
tieth centuries, has made the acceptance of British ideology 
dominant. 

For example, let's take the case of Adam Smith. 

Modern economic science was developed b^nni^g the fifteenth 
century. The founder of modem economic science in that sense 
was a Oreeic by the name of Pletfaon, otherwise Icnown as 

George Gemisthos Plethon, who lived about 100 years, from the 

middle of the fourteenth century to the middle of the fifteen 
century. He wrote a series of reports for the Byzantine Empire, 
the Paleologues, on a strategy for defending the Empire after the 
1401 defeat of the Seijuk Turks by Tamerlane. 

He presented an updated version of this report to Cosimo de 
Medici in Florence in the fifteenth century. In the middle of the 
fifteenth century, he became one of the most influential minds in 
the Italian Renaissance, and was responsible for the renewed 
circulation of Classical Greek knowledge throughout Western 
Europe. 

Out of this came a movement in France, Italy, elsewhere, which 
is known as {cameralism}. Then Colbert established economics 
almost as a science. Economics as a science was established by 
Leibniz— as anyone who looks at the history of the St. Peters- 
burg Academy would understand. Sound economics existed in 
Russia {long before} Adam Smith existed. It went down the 
drain here in Russia for political reasons, but nooc^less it ex- 
isted. 

In 1763, a student of Giammaria Ones (a Venetian writer), 
called Adam Smith was picked up by a guy called the Earl of 
Shelburne, William Petty, the Second Earl of Shelburne, and as- 
signed to write a book that was completely fraudulent, had no 
correlation with any economic reality, to be used as a design for 
destroying the economies of the English colonies in North 
America* and the economy of France. 
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Adam Smith's {Wealth of Nations} is a complete fraud. It has 
no basis in economics. But (Britain was able to establish an 
empire and to establish the London market as the dominant 
nandal agency in the world.} 

Take free trade in Russia today. Does anything happen, in the 
terms of free trade, to put the Russian physical economy back 

into production? 

Quite the contrary: it's used to loot Russia. 

I (There is not a single case of a nation which actually accepted a 
free trade policy, which did not become bankrupt in the matter 
of less than a decade.} 

The first application of free trade was by the Treaty of Paris in 
1783, in which Lord Shelbume dictated die poli^ to France and 

the United States as a condition of peace. By 1789, both France 

and the United Stiites were bankrupt. The United States recov- 
ered, because we had a Constiiution which ouilawed free trade. 
The King of France did not use his head, so he lost it. 

(Every time a free trade policy was introduced in the United 
States' history, the United States nearly went bankrupt.} Every 
success of the U.S. economy and every success in the German 
economy in particular, was based on what was called protec- 
tionism, which was a rejection of free trade. 

Admittedly, the United States today, particularly since the 

1970s, has been totally free trade in its tendencies. But for the 
political power of the United States to exact concessions, the 
United States today would be absolutely bankrupt economically. 
So it never worked. 

But why do people believe in free trade? Because the British 
won the war in 1763 against France. The British prevailed over 
France and other countries in the Treaty of Vienna, 18 14/ 18 IS. 
The British designed the policies of Versailles. It was the 
British, not the Americans, who designed die essential postwar 
policies of the IMF. 
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If you trace the history of ideas, you'll find, as in the case of 
free trade, ideas of British empiricism and related ideas 
{dominate} education in the world today. ' 

The analogy one can use, is the case of a goldfish. You have a 
pet goldfish you keep in a small bowl in your house. Now yoa 
take the goldfish and you fill your bathtub with water. You put 
the goklfish in the bathtub; he swims in small dides. To die 
degree that the gold fish hflui a mind, you may say die goldfish's 
problem is not a physical one, it's a mental one. 

If you can induce people to accept certain intellectual axioms, 
you can manipulate them forever. And the world is manipulated 
by the acceptance of the words "free" trade. Someone says, ! 
"Free trade; ahl we like freedom, so we'll have free trade." 

The only way we free ourselves from that, is to look at fealit^ 
and say, "These ideas are foolish finom the staiktooiiit of resf- 

iQr.- 

The hero of such a story is the little boy in the famous fairy tale 
by Hans Christian Andersen under the title "The Emperor's 
New Suit of Clothes." 

Sometimes you get the great professors and the great ideologues ' 
and all the authentic dispensers of public attitudes and public , 
opinions, who are absurd. But a little boy stands up and says of 
the Emperor's new clothes: "But daddy, he has nodiiiig onl " 

I think man^ Russian people today, are saying that of free trade. 
But it's obvious sometimes, that until we stand up like die litde 

boy, and say, "But he has nothing on," that we tend to become 
prisoners of these kinds of false ideas. In that sense, there is a 
British Empire of institutions and ideas which lives in the after- 
math of the collapse of the British Empire as a British Empire. | 

And only two British imperialist institutions of any importance 
exist: the objective power of the British Empire lies in the Ci^ 
of London and associated financial institutions. The second 
thing is in the intelligence service, which does not serve the ! 
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people of Britain, but serves the financial interests of tiie City of 

London. 

If you go back to the sixteenth- and seventeenth-century history 
of Venice, and look at Venice's power and read the reports of 
the Venetian ambassadors, which are published, you will see 
how the Venetian intelligence service, together with the Vene- 
tian financiai system, had dominated the world (or at least of the 
MeditMfanean) for a long time. And the British Empire can be 
ftovght of, in that sense» today, as only a ghost; but the Venice 
of the North.

The SPOTLIGHT has obtained irrefutable evidence that hun- 
dreds—perhaps thousands—of foreign military vehicles and ar- , 
mor are in the United States, iociudiog vehicles intended for use ;

President Bill Clinton has signed new Execu- 
tive Orders, giving vdde-ranging new powers to the UN to 
command U.S. military forces and delegating new powers to the !

Hundreds of railroad flatcars bearing Russian military vehicles [ 
and armor and some UN vehicles and armor have been spotted : 
in several states, including Montana, Colorado and Wyomii^ in ! 
the West and Pennsylvania in the East. j 
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In addition, in Mississippi, hundreds of Russian-built vehicles, 

obtained from what was formerly East Germany and apparendy 
being refurbished for the UN, are located in a massive depot. 
Many of the vehicles were designed for chemical and biological 

warfare purposes.

The SPOTLIGHT has also obtained copies of bills of lading for 
Russian vehicles obtained for UN purposes from what was for- 
i merly East Germany, which have been stiipped to the United 
States* landing at Gul^ort docic facilities in Mississippi and 
driven to the depot, located three miles south of Saucier, and 45 
miles north of Biloxi, along Mississippi Highway 49. 

The depot is surrounded with a chain-link fence, topped with 
barbed wire, and guard dogs are reported to be used to prolecl 
' the area from intruders. 

A videotape taken of the area and obtained by The SPOTLIGHT 
shows dozens of the vehicles, including several chemical and bi- 
ological warfare decontamination truclcs that have been painted 
wh^, presumably for UN use. 

I The bill of lading, indicating that the vehicles were obtained 

through a West German firm operating under the name of 
Beesch Merkator, lists dozens of Russian-built military trucks 
intended for UN purposes. 

I 

The vehicles include several varieties of Russian ZIL-131 heavy 
trucks, including some listed to be of the ARS-14 type, which 
; are chemical and biological warfare decontamination vehicles* 
and two varieties of ISLrlSl heavy trucks. 
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However, photographs obtained by The SPOTLIGHT of the 
truck depot near Saucier also include other Russian-built trucks, 
including some of what appear to be the MAZ-500 series. 

A detailed report has been obtained that confirms a large road, 
about 35 feet in width, has been built to connect the truck dqx»t 
mth the Steimis NASA S^iace Center, located about 20 milea 
southeast of the depot near Ae Mississippi-Louisiana border. 

There have also been reports that the vehicles are being shipped 
by barges on the Pearl River, which runs along the border of the 
two states, nQrth to some unknown destination. 

Late last March, a train with 100 flatbed cars bearing Russian- : 
type jeeps, trucks and U.S. armored personnel cairierSt scune '\ 
painted white with UN markings on their sides, were seen and 
photographed at a railroad crossiiig at Rye Gate, Montana, 
about 10 miles north of interstate Route 12, soudi of die east- 
ernmost section of the Lewis and Clark National Forest, and 
about 60 miles northeast of Bozeman. 

RUSSIAN ARMOR 

On the train were Russian BMP-40 armored cars, loaded four to 
a flatcar. The BMP-40 was designed for urban war&re and as a 
rapid-assault offensive vehicle. Protruding jGtom Ae vehicles' 
turrets could be seen short-barreled 75 millimeter cannons. The 
Soviets also equipped the vehicles with Sagger anti-tank mis- 
siles. The armored cars are built for anqphibious use. ' 

Also on the train were Russian UAZ-469B light, jeep-like vehi- 
cles, what appears to be more ZIL-13i trucks and KamAZ 5320 
Russian trucks. 

Some of the flatcars were loaded with American-built M113 ar- 
mored personnel carriers, some of which were painted white < 
and bore the letters "UN" on the sides. 
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On May 29 at about 6 pm, a long train of 100 flat cars loaded 

with tanks and armored vehicles, some of which were believed 
to be of foreign manufacture, was spotted heading from the 
northeast toward the west along Horseshoe Curve at Altoona, 
Pennsylvania. 

Then, on May 31 at about 2 am, what may have been the same 
train was seen by an Air Force police officer returning to Mai- 
atrom Air F6rce Base at Great Falls, Montana, while he was 
driving through Wheatland, Wyoming, about 60 nules north of 
Cheyenne. 

At the crossing in Wheatland, according to the airman, three 
trains were stopped, two heading north and one heading south, 
to allow an eastfxnuid train to pass. 

While the three trains, all of which carried military vehicles, 
were stopped, diey were guarded, according to the airman, by 
soldiers in black field uniforms. The three trains were carrying 
what he said were armored vehicles, some of which attracted his 
attention. Due to the darkness, he could not identify the vehi- 
cles as to type or origin. 

Two days later, what was thought to have been one of the 
northbound trains was qK)tted on a siding at Sun Prairie, nordi 
of Great Fails, Montana. 

Another reported sighting of a long train loaded with military 

vehicles was reported in Colorado at about the same time. 

Meanwhile, five train-loads of armored vehicles have been re- 
ported to have arrived at Fort Chafee, Arkansas, where ob- 
servers have spotted large stockpiles of barbed wire and the re- 
cent arrival of some 5,000 mattresses. 

Sources estimate that there are currendy from 2,000 to 3,000 
armored vehicles at Fort Chafee. 
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After thousands of supposed Cuban refugees were allowed into 
the United States by President Jimmy Carter in 1978, many who 
were found to be mental patients and criminals were confined at 
Fort Chafee, which is, along with Fort Indiantown Crap, Penn* 
sylvania, and Fort Drum, New York, among locations that have 
been secretly selected as detention centers ror dissidents dating 
some future declared "national emeigency/ according to per- 
sistent rumors. 

NEW EXECUTIVE ORDERS 
SMACK OF TQTAUTARIANISM 

Is President Clinton preparing to assume dictatorial powers? 
The machinery is in place, thanl^ to new Executive Orders 
signed during his term.

The SPOTLIGHT has learned that President Clinton has signed 
at least two new so-called Executive Orders dealing with nation 
security matters since taking office. 

Executive Orders, signed by previous presidents going back to 
at least Franklin Delanor Roosevelt, allow for martial law to be 
declared in the United States with a simple stroke of the pen by 
the president 

President Carter, as an example, signed Executive Order 12148, 

which delegated the power to run the country under martial law 
to the shadowy Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) in the event of a declared "national emergency." 

Even presidential powers were put in the hands of the director 
of FEMA, which included the power to suspend all rights guar- 
anteed Americans under the QmstUution, 

Clinton on June 3 signed an Executive Order dealing with 

"National Defense Industrial Resources Preparedness," which 

now subordinates the power of FEMA to deal with industrial 
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and natural reaoarces, labor, and matters dealing with energy to 
the National Security Council and the National Security Advi- 
sor. 

In the complex order, various matters dealing with resources are 
delegated under the National Security Council and National Se- 
curity Advisor to, among others, the Secretaries of Defense, 
Treasury, Commerce, etc. 

The Older doses with the ominous note: 

"Judicial Review: This order is not intended to create any right 
or benefit, substantive or procedural, enforceable at law by a 
party against the United States, its agencies, its officers or any 
person." 

BEYOND COURTS 

It would appear that die order exempts federal agencies and of- 
ficials operating under the <Hder from review by the federal ju- 
diciary. 

Earlier, on May 5, President Clinton signed what is known as 
Presidential Decision Directive 25 (PDD-25), which deals with 
placing U.S. military forces under UN command. 

Rep. Jim Lightfoot (R-Iowa) is attempting to have the directive 
declassified, eidier by inserting it into the official records of the 
i House Appropriations Subcommittee on Foreign Operations or 

the Congressional Record, the compilation of daily activities on 
Capitol Hill. 

A Lightfoot aide told The SPOTLIGHT the congressman was 
awaiting an opinion of the House counsel regarding the declassi- 
fication process. 

"With this administration, actions speak louder than words,** 
Lightfoot said. "And when [UN] Secretary General [Boutros] 
Boutros-Ghali says 'jump,* it appears President Clinton adcs 
•how high?' • 
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Apparently, according to Lightfoot, Hht directive was originally 
written as Presidential Review Directive 13 (PRD 13) and in- 
cluded language inserted by then-Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff Gen. Colin Powell, which "allowed U.S. commanders 
under UN command to not comply with orders which they be- 
lieve are: (1) outside the mandate of the mission, (2) illegal un- 
der U.S. law, or (3) militarily imprudent or unsound. ** 

"After Gen. Powell retired/ Lightfoot said, "that language was 
changed to read that commanders of U.S. Forces, instead of 

acting on their training and initiative, would refer the matter to 

higher U.S. authorities. Sen. Strom Thurmond [R-S.C] has de- 
risively referred to this as the 'phone home' clause." 

Two points about PDD-25 should be noted: 

First, it does not specify where U.S. Forces might be serviqg 
under UN conunand, which could mean eitiier on foreign sdl or 
domestically. 

Secondly, it appears that deployment of "less that 100 troops" 
would be exempt from any restrictions against obeying UN 

commands. 

This, as one military expert advised The SPOTLIGHT, would 
mean that so-called Special Operations deployments, which are 
nearly always in forces of less than 100 men and include such 
highly-specialized units as Army Special Forces, Navy SEALs,. 
Marines Force Recon Etc., coukl be ordered by the president to 
be undertaken under UN conunand without restrictions by U.S. 
military authority. 

Working with Rep. Lightfoot in attempting to force the classi- 
fied PDD-25 to be noade public is Rep. Craig Thomas (R- 
Wyo.).

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CHAPTER 11 



THE MIUTIA 

"A well regulated Militia, being necessary to the security of a 
fiee state, the right cf the people to keep and bear arms, shall 
not be i90inged, " 

The following accounts regarding "militias'' will explain why 

our founding fathers included the militia in the 2nd Amendment 
when they had already provided provisions for the militia in the 
first and second Articles of the Constitution^ and reflects the ur- 
gent requirement for a "militia" today. 

HISTORY OF THE MIUTIA 

The history of the militia goes bacic almost to the beginning of 
time. I will cover just a few examples as to how the militia was 
used. 

54 B.C.: CAESAR S INVASION OF BRITAIN 

On this day Caesar landed at Britain with 23,000 troops, with 
some 800 support vessels. The total number of full time military 
facing them was numbered at about 500 in all between the "four 
KiiigsofKent". 

A man by the name of Cassivellaunus was made the comman- 
der-in-chief of the Ibfices of Britain. Cassivellaunus knew that he 

wouldn't stand a chance against Caesar's 23,000 troops. It was 
time to call out the militia. Cassivellaunus martialed the individ- 
ual forces of the land owners, freemen and men at arms. 
Thenceforth, they set out on a campaign of harassment against 
Caesar. 

To make a long story short, on the 13th of August afker, in Cae- 
sar's words, ""in extracting tribute and prisoners for the Brits'' 
embarked and left Britain forever more, having "conquered* the 
coveted British Isles for the glory of Rome. 
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The fact is, the militia defended Britain and forced Caesar and 
his army to leave. 

FlhHJUSlD 

In little Finland, when Russian troops attacked, they were ready, 
and for several months the militia were able to tupood and not 
only repel the invading Russian troops, but actually gain terri- 
tory from them in bitter winter fighting. When Rinsia made a 

secret defense pact with China, who was embroiled in a civil 
war itself, it allowed it to move troops into Finland and fight 
them to a stand still, then take territory, but in such bitter fight- 
ing that a peace treaty followed. It was not as a result of the i 
standing army, nor mass enlistments and training during the con- 
flict. Finland's freedom was the result of its militia. After World ; 
War II Finland was the only former German friend or ally be- ! 
sides Spain that did not fail into the Soviet sphere of influence, 
or came under the heel of occupation by a foreign power. But, 
Spain had not Mtfticipated in any hostilities as Rnland had. 
Why? Because Rnland and its militia was once again ready to 
defend itself from Russia or from the invacKog ^dorious AUies. 

AFGHANISTAN 

In Afghanistan, the central government was corrupted, and be- i 
came a Communist-Marxist state instead of a Moslem-socialist j 
state as mandated by it constitution. A civil war broke out be- 
tween the standing army of Afghanistan and the citizens of the 
state who would not give up die Moslem religion. The people 
hastily formed militia units who fought a protracted dvd war 
against the oppressive central government and its ally, the Soviet 
Union, for II years, finally winning. Never did the several i 
militias ever unite, or become uniformed, trained, or equipped 
into a formal standing army. They retained, for the entire 11 ; 
years, the militia organization, training, methods and small arms \ 
equipment, and defeated the largest military power in the world i 

doing so. Remember, Afghanistan was the Russian equivalent to I 
America's war in Vietnam. i 
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"A MAN'S HOME IS HIS CASTLE" 
THE MAGNA CHARTA 

On the 19th of June, 1215, the barons of King John appeared 
before him, bearing arms, compelling him under force, to sign 
what is called the Manga Charta Qdagna Carta). This great 
Charter was a pact between the crown and the citizeiis of Eng- 
land, declaring the rights and liberties of the citizens, which in- 
1 duded the ri|^t to "keqf and bare arms'*. The anns spoken of 
were not spedfied, but was implied to be Ae articles of war that 
were necessary to go into battle. Thus, for the Knights and No- 
bles, this likewise meant castles with moats, ramparts, draw 
bridges, etc., and all of the other paraphernalia of a castle and 
needs to secure it. Thus comes the comment, "a man's home is 
his castle" meaning that a man had a right to fortify his home 
against any who may assault it» and likewise, have right to de- 
fend it in like manner. 

The right to keep and near arms and defending his home "Itt^ a 
i autie^ was passed down from generation to generation. 

THE MILITIA AND THE 

fQMWm Qf AMERICA 

Our founding fathers were schooled in these lessons of history, 
in fact most of them were quite fluent in Latin, Greek, and 
many of them in Hebrew. They read and knew of the Gaelic 
Campaigns of Caesar, The Greek City States, and many dO^ 
boote written about the military history of each of the nations 
and why they either excelled as a nation, or failed as a socie^. 

Our founding fathers were wise to the ways of the world in Eu- 
, rope, Asia, and in the Spanish possessions in Central and South 
America. They knew that without the militia they would never 
succeed— and so history has proven. 
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THE TRUE PURPOSE OF 

THF. m mmmm 

There was much discussion during the constitutional convention 
as to how the states would secure their sovereignty and liberties 
firom a national government. They were afraid that sooaer or 
later Aere would come a time that this nation might be attacked 
or that die government would turn into a mooaidiy . They estab- 
lished the diree brandies of government, wiA the separatioo (rf 
powers. To further ensure diat this nation could not be subverted ' 
from within, they protected the right of the militia of the several 
States to keep and bear arms through the second amendment. 

The majority of Americans today, believe the reason that our 
forefathers wanted the people to have the right to keep and bear 
arms was for the purpose of self defense against criminahi, 
hunting, etc. This is NOT the primary reason ror the enactment 
of the 2nd Amendment Let's let Thomas Jefifenon explain it for 
us: 

The strongest reason for the people to retain Ae right to 

keep and bear arms is, as a last resort, to protect thetnselves 
against tyranny in government. " 

—Thomas Jefferson

Thomas Jefferson also understood that those who would attempt 
to take away the liberty of the citizens of this nation must fint \ 
disarm them. He knew what their argument for infringing on the i 
second amendment would be and wtat their aigument vraukl be , 
for abusing it We are all fiuniliar with the Ami-gun advocates i 
argument that if we take away the guns of the people, we will I 
lower the crime rate. 

But this argument was dealt with by Thomas Jefferson when he 
copied in his Commonplace Book, the words of the Italian , 
philosopher Cesare Beccaria in 1775: ' 

"False is the idea cf utility... that wauU take fire from men \ 
because it burns, and water because one may drown in it; that 
has no remedy for evils except destruction (nf liberty). The lam 
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lAar fartrid die carrying cf arms are lam of such nature. They 

disarm only those who are neither inclined nor determined to 
commit crimes such laws serve rather to encourage than to pre- 
vent homicides, for an unarmed man may be attacked with 
greater corfidence than an armed man. * 

Our founding falbers were very familiar with the words of Bee- 
caria» and ttey no doubt knew diis quote by Loid Geoige Lit- 
deton: 

*To argue against any breach of liberty from the ill use that 
may be made of it, is to argue against liberty itself, since all is 
capable of being abused. " 

Most of our founding fathers served in the militia, including 
George Washington, who commanded the Virginia Militia dur- 
ing the French-Indian War. They all had a vision and intimate 
knowledge of the militia as being the source for the protection of 
die rights of the people, local government rights and the Canr 
sthuiUm. They hsid fought the French Regular Army and along 
side their brothers the British Army, as militia. During the Rev- 
olution, they had fought, some as militia and others as regular 
troops of the Army of the United States of America, along side 
the French Army, against both Tory Militia, Regular British and 
German troops. 

They also knew that if in the future that our Constitution was not 
interpreted according to the history in which it was drafted, 
would not have a proper understanding of the original intent of 
our founding fathers, or in the words of James Madison, pri- 
mary author and supreme expert on the Constitution: 

"do not separate text from historical background. If you do, 
you will have perverted and subverted the Constitution, which 
can only end in a distorted bastardized form of illegitimate gov- 
ermnenu" 
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THE MILITIA IN FORHION NATION.^ 

The militia is not new or unique to America. There are many ' 
nations who have had both good and bad experiences with the j 
militia. ' 

In current Croatia, Bosnia-Herzegovina, and Yugoslavia, we > 
have seen that it has been by and through the militia that Croatia 
gained its ind^ndence, Bosnia would have been overrun by die ; 

regular forces of Yugoslavia without a militia, and Yugodavia 

would be under attack from a foreign nation if it were not for a 
nearly one million man armed militia. 

In Iraq, there exist two separate militia forces, one in the North, 
and one on the South. Currently the United States, and United 
Nations, are in the process of helping those militia maintain 
peace and security ftom their own country and President from 
attacking them. If it weie not fioc the militia of the Kurds and 
Suni Muslims in Iraq^ it Is a documented fhct that the nation in 
which they live would be practicing a genocidal war upon them. 
The militia of the Kurds and Suni is the only thing tiiat stands 
between them and death. 

In Greece, Rome and Israel, a militia was used for many years. ' 
However, as these nations passed into time and history, they all 
went away from the concept of a militia as the security back- 
bone, to a standing army, and finally to either a king or emperor 
wh(^ had total control over the military just as the National 
Guard Act does currentiy in die United States. The result is ob- ; 
vious, Greece, Rome and Israel all passed mto oblivion. 

NATIONAL GUARD vs THE MILITIA 

Most Americans today believe that The National Guard is the 
Militia reserved to the states in the State Constitutions and the 
ConstiiNiion of the United States oj America. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. | 

To begin with, the National Guard did not even exist in 177S, 
1787, 1791 or even all of the 1800s. It was created by Congress 
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as the Act of January 21 , 1903, known by the name of its spon* 
sor as the "The Dick Act". In fact, the 1982 Subcommittee on 
the Constitution of the Senate Judiciary Committee, says this; 

"That the National Guard is not the 'militia' referred to in the 
Second Amendment is even clearer today. Congress had orga- 
nized the National Guard under its power to 'raise and support 
armies' and not its power to 'Provide ibr organizing, anniqg 
and disciplining the militia/ The modem National Guard was 
spedfically intended to avoid status as the constitutional militia, 
a distinction recognized by 10 U.S.C. 311(a). ** 

Also the arms and ammunition, etc., of the National Guard are 
owned and controlled by the government, not by "the people" as 
clearly stipulated in the Second Amendment* 

In 1913 as the potential for war in Europe began to be taken se- 
riously. President Wilson enacted the Iteserve Officer Training 
Act, and put with colleges small military units that were to train 
officers for the reserve forces of the U.S. Army. In 1916, when 

the war was then in full bloom, Teddy Roosevelt asked Wilson 
for a commission as a General, and volunteered to raise a militia 
army, just as he did in the Spanish-American War, and lead it 
into battle in Europe, as he did in Cuba. Wilson reacted as any 
cold blooded politician would, and eliminated the militia in the 
United States, unilaterally, on June 3 with U.S. Code, Title 32, 
which completely altered the definition of the militia and it ser* 
vice, who controlled it, and what it was. Without knowing it or 
realizing it, tide 32 violated every article and section of the 
Comtlmtion and the Second Amendment. For instance the law: 

* Made the National Guard part of the Armed Forces of the 
United States. 

Made the National Guard "federally recognized," instead of 
state recognized. 

Active duty was now at the discretion of the U.S. military, not 
by call out of governor of legislature. 
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* Finances the National Guard from the U.S. Treasury. 



* The Guard is placed under the direct command of the "staff 
corps of the Army as the Secretary of the Army may authorize." 
Thus also placing them under the direct command of the Secre- 
tary of the Army. 

Made the president the commanding oCGcer of the national 
guard, not a president, but as the senior officer, making it a pri- 
vate army of the president. (32 uses 104, c,d,e,f) 

* On July 9, 1918, the difference between National Guard and 
Regular Army was swept away, and became a personnel pay 
folder classification only, thus nationalizing the entire National 
Guard into he Regular standing Armies of the United States. 

If the state does not conform to the law, all money to the state 
may be withheld by order of the president. (Section 108) 

And in Section 1 10, finally puts the nail in the coffin of every 
principle of freedom and liberty in America with: 

* "The President shall prescribe regulations, and issue orders 
necessary to organize, discipline, and govern the National 
Guard." 

thus, making the president a dictator over the very people that 
were thought by the Founding Fathers to be the last vestiges of 
hope in keq>ing and maintaining the vigil against tyranny, op- 
pression and a dictatorship. 

STATE REACTION 

Each state was forced to quickly comply to new law, or risk loss 
of funding, aid, and support from the federal government. In 
Montana, the legislature responded with Title 10, Military Af- 
fairs and Disaster and Emergency Services, which states in 10- 
1-104 MCA: Federal regulations to govern. 
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"FMIeral laws and reguladons, foniis, precedents, and usages 

relating to and governing the armed forces of the United States 
and militia, including The Uniform code of Military Justice, 
shall, insofar as they are applicable and not inconsistent with the 
constitution of this state, apply to and govern the military forces 
of this state, including all members of the National Guard on 
active duty within the state as active duty guaid/ reserve (AGR) 
pefsoonel umtor Title 32» U.S.C ** 

Odier stales quickly capitulated, widi Massadiusetts beii^ die 
last, in the 19SOs. Besides the State of Montana stating that the 
federal rules and regulations were to be in compliance with the 
state constitution they also reserved to themselves by definition 
and organization a remnant of the militia. In title 10-1-104 they 
provided: 

"Classes of militia. The classes of the militia are: 

(1) the organized militia* which consists of the National Ouand 
aiid die Montana home guard; 

(2) the unorganized mOitia, which condsis of die mmbers of 

the militia who are not members of the organized militia.** 

They divided the militia into two classes, the organized militia 
which consists of the National Guard and the Montana Home 
Guard, both of these must follow all rules and regulations of the 
federal government. The second class of militia is the unorga- 
nized militia. The unofganized militia is made up of all able* 
bodied citizens of this stale who are not members of the orga- 
nized and as sudi are not recognized or supported by die federal 
govemmenl, therelbr, die unorganized militia conforms with 
"Militia" as provided for in the second amendment. 

MIUTIAS THAT HAVE BEEN DISBANDED 

What has happened in nations where the militia once existed and 
then was disbanded. We do not hear of little East Timor, who, 
by the power of a militia overthrew a central government op- 
pressive to die right of die people, and was badced by the for- 
ei^ nation of Indonesia. When diey won the war, Qe militia 
was dirtwmded, and weqions collected. In diree mondis, In- 
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donesia attacked, with the aid of the United States, and captured 

and annexed East Timor, as a nation it no longer exists. 
Enough Said! 

Is this a unique example? No. The loss of militia organization 
to the civilian populace has always been followed by a change in 
government. We can look at the examples of Poland, after 
World War n, and the extensive role that militia, called parti- 
sans, played in the fireeiQg of that nation fimn the grasp of 
Hhler's Germany, and after the war the government ended the 
militia, and began regulations on the Idnd of arms the citizens 
could posses. The result was that two years later, a backroom 
revolution brought Poland into the family of Communist nations. 
Nor is Poland an isolated example, Czechoslovakia followed the 
experience, as did Hungary, Romania, and Yugoslavia who had 
the largest militia armies at the close of the war. 

In the cases of tiie communist takeovers, the governments them- 
selves precipitated the crises to subvert the people and eliminate 
the militia within each nation. It was not that the people them- 
selves could not own a weapon, even up until its formal demise 

you could own a shot gun or hunting rifle in the Soviet Union. 
Italy, Germany, all of the communist nations have gun control 
laws that allow the citizen to keep arms. What all of those na- 
tions have eliminated was the ability to be organized and bare 
the arms. In each and every one of the communist nations there 
was a backroom take over of the central governments, the 
elimination of organizations and leadership that would have al- 
lowed for a militia or any kind of training and preparation was 
eliminated prior to the political haggling that brought down the 
free government to be replaced with the socialist government. 

THE BRADY BILL 

Handgun Control, Inc., was founded by Sarah Brady to lead in 
the legislation of the disarming of America. Sarah Brady is not 
for die rights of Americans, she is a Socialist through and 
through. In her own words she states: 
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'Our toA cf creating a SOCIALIST America can only suc- 
ceed when diase who would resist us have been TOTALLY DIS- 
ARMED.'' 

(emphasis added) 

Who would oppose Mrs. Brady in her task? The Militia. Re- 
member Thomas Jefferson's words that the primary purpose of 
die second amendment was to ensure that Americans as a last 
resort would be able to defend themselves against a tyrannical 
govenuneoL 

Also, Sarah Brady was awarded by special lobbyist organiza- 
tions to the tune of $250,000 for getting the Brady Bill passed. 

MILITIA VERSUS ARMS 

Many feel that it is too much to have a militia, that we need to 
just settle for the possession of arms, or that a militia is too mil- 
itaristic SGundiQg and out of date. Has it been out of date for 
Bosnia, Croatia, the Kurds, Suni? A gun and a few hundred 
rounds of ammunition? This is not the concept of the Founding 
Fathers and the purpose and level of preparation of the militia. 
The militia, under the second amendment, is to be able to bare 
arms, meaning to use them in a military confrontation, not just 
pack them around the house, yard or forest. To stand on the 
second amendment means that you are willing, able, and iiave 
desires of belonging to a militia, to whom the right of keeping 
and bearing arms is guaranteed. 

The security of a free state is not found in the citizens having 

guns in the closet. It is found in the citizenry being trained, pre- 
pared, organized, equipped and lead properly so that if the gov- 
ernment uses its force against the citizens, the people can re- 
spond with a superior amount of arms, and appropriately defend 
their rights. 

The framers had learned that the regular Army would not pro- 
tect the rights of the people when the bureaucracy or a truant 
went mad with power. It was not the army, or the bureaucratic 
officials, members of parliament or Governors who made up the 
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Revolutionary militia, Continental Congress, or Committees of 
Correspondence that started the war to protect the rights of man. 
It was John Q. Public—the common man. Thus, the right of the 
people to keep and bears is the essential element of a well regu- 
lated militia, which is the right of a free state for its defense and 
aecurity. 

Our govemment by passing these Crime Bills and the Bmty Bill 
have shoiwn us diat they are attempting to disarm the milius of 

the several states. Witih the National Guard belonging to Ae 

Armed Forces of the Uniicd States the several states will have 
lost their power to protect and defend the citizens and property 
of their state. 

It is not enough to have a gun, it takes knowing how to use it, 
when, and who you can trust and rely upon. 

The lessons of history should not be lost on us. Historv if nol 
studied is bound to be repeated. Its 19 to us to know and appre- 
ciate what our Founding Fathers gave us, and how hard they 

had to study to give it to us. 

If the army has control of the militia, the militia will be obedient 
to the command of the army, which is in the command of gov- 
ernment. If the militia is independent and viable, then only laws 
which are right and just will come forth from the government, 
keeping the populace supportive and loyal to the government. 
To balance the military power of the nation, with die might of 
the militia, will put at odds any scheme by govemment officials 
to use the force of the govemment against the people. There- 
fore, when the codes and statutes are unjust for the majority of 
the people, the people will rightly revolt, and the government 
will have to acquiesce without a shot being fired, because the 
militia stands vigilant in carrying out the will of the people in 
defense of rights, liberty and freedom. 

The purpose of government is in the protection of the rights of 
the people, when it does not accomplish this, the militia is the 
crusader who steps forward, and upon it rests the mande of de- 
fense of the rights of the people. 
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The United States of America, formeriy a Republic, now hangs 

in the balance. We can leave our fate in the hands of corrupted, 
self serving, foreign mercenaries, trust our fate to their deci- 
sions, which are fostered by agencies of our government and 
private corporations in its employ, denying us the freedom to 
"keep and bare arms", which is "necessary to the security of a 
firee State", or we can return to the original intent of our 
Founding Fathers (who bled and died for this country), in the 
defense of our God given unalienable rights, protected by the 
Constioaian^ and guaranteed to us as citizens, by the Second 
Amendment 

Put simply, one cannot believe in the Right to keep and bear 
arms without believing in the "Militia".

CHAPTER I 
RANK AND STRUCTURE 

1. Unit Leadership. The leadership of the Unit shall consist of a 
Commander, supported by Officers, the number aod rank of 
which will be required by the Structure of this Unit 

2. A|ipoiiitiiieiit of Officers. 

a. The Unit commander shall be chosen by unanimous vdce 

by the members of the Unit. If a Commander can not achieve 
unanimous voice of the members who shall serve under his 
command, dissatisfied members of Unit Alpha may resign from 
Unit Alpha, for the purpose of forming a separate and indepen- 
dent Unit in Sanders County as another volunteer organization, 
within Sanders County, for the purpose of sujpporting the unor- 
ganized "Militia of Montana." 

b. Officers shall be chosen by the Unit Commander, which 
shall be sustained by two-thirds vote of men who shall serve un- 
der his command. 

3. Uniform. The uniform of the Unit shall consist of Blue 
Jeans and a Gray (medium shade) shirt, with exceptions to be 
based upon the need of the Unit and its purpose and location of 
service. 

4. Conformity with Organized Militia. The Unit shall conform 
as closely as possible to the rank and structure of the organized 
Militia of the State of Montana without violating 10-1-614 of the 
MCA, but if the Unitbecomes engaged in active services of the 
State of Montana, Unit Alpha shall then be organized into such 
ranks as conforms to the branch of service of the organized 
militia, which they are in service with. 

5. Officers. Officers shall receive a Rank that would be appli- 
cable to the number of men under his coounand and/or his type 
of service in the Unit. 

6. Selection of New Officers. 
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a. The selection of new officers shall be made by appmH- 

ment of the Unit Commander and with the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the men who shall serve under his command. 

b. Replacement of the Unit Commander shall require a 
unanimous vote by all members of the Unit and such replace- 
ment shall be a man who has served in the Unit for a minimwm 
of one year. 

7. New Members. New members may join the Unit by: 

a. Age. The qualifications for service shall be all able-bod- 
ied Citizens of the State of Montana, inhabiting the County of 
Sanders, who have obtained the age of 20 or older^ in no case 
may this be waived for youth younger than 18. 

b. Reading the Declaration and Covenant. Having the Dec- 
lanttion read to them, they shall state to the Officer reading die 
Declaration that they agree and support such document the new 
member shall also declare his support and loyalty to the Unit 
and them by a vote of three-fourths affirmation by the Unit, the 
Unit Commander shall accept such membership; the new mem- 
ber is then presented to the Unit, where all members sustain him 
in full brotherhood. Upon acceptance as a member of the Unit, 
the new member shall be enlisted with the covenant of service as 
follows: 

"I (state name) shall faithfully execute the constitutional laws of 
the Union of the United States of America, and the Sute of 
Montana, lo the best of my ability; to protect, defend and up- 
hold the Constitution of the United States of America and the 
Slate of Montana against all enemies foreign and domestic." 

CHAPTER II 

TAKmg yf ARMS 

1. Call-Out. The Unit, shall send a representative to appear be- 
fore the Sheriff* and the County Commissioners, witii a letter of 
greetings and notice of ability to serve. 
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a. The Unit may not be called into service without the sus- 
taining vote of the Unit. (See Part 4 of this Chapter.) 

b. The Unit may not be used against the unarmed citizens of 
die State of Montana, nor against armed Citizens in defense of 
the Constitutions of the StjOe of Montana and of the United 
States of America. 

c. The Unit may not be used aminst tfie police or govmi- 

mental authority within the State of Montana, except by call out 

by the represenialive authority of the government, with the sus- 
taining vote of the Unit, and only after such determination has 
been made, justified, and notice delivered to such violating en- 
tity, and then only for the crimes of violation of their oath of of- 
fice, and such sections or articles of the Constitution of the 
United States of America and of this State as may apply. 

d. Only the Unit Commander, the Governor of the State of 
Montana, the County Commissioners of Sanders Comi^ or die 
Sheriff of Sanders County may call the Unit into service, wMi 
the exceptions listed in Chapter Vn, part 1, Section d. 

2. Talcing Up Arms. At the point of extremis, where-in the 
Unit is called up by the Unit Commander to exercise the right of 
defense, it shall be only for the protection of the lives, families | 
and properties of the Citizens of the State of Montana. The un- i 
alienable right of maintaining and protecting the Constitution of 
the United States of America, the constitution of the State of 
Montana and the form of government guaranteed to us by our i 
founding fathers, shall always be a viable right of calling out the 
Unit and the bearing of arms against all enemies formgn and 



3. Moral conflict. No member of the Unit shall be compelled 
to serve in a conflict which he can not morally support in his 
heart with all of his might and strength. No member shall be 
forced to take up arms that is otherwise unwilling to do so. 
There shall be no penalty towards any member so unwilling, ex- 
cept he shall be released from any authority, status, or service 
with Uie Unit. 
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4. Sustaining the Conflict. At the time of the "call to arms", 
each man shall verbally sustain such call, to his immediate Offi- 

I cer, and in the roil call, "all voices present" shall be presented 
i lo the Unit Commander as unanimous for the impending action 
ttid service. 

5. Lawful Call-out to Service. The Unit may be called imme- 
diately into service by the Sheriffs office, a judge of competent 

jurisdiction, or other political office, with the Unit Comman- 
der's concurrence, to protect the rights of the citizens where 
time does not permit the lengthy approval process. 

6. Assistance and aid requested from other Units. Upon re- 
quest for assistance and aid in the form of a Call-out to this Unit 
from another Unit, located within the State of Montana, the Unit 
Commander shall immediately call for a voice i^rmation from 
the Unit Members. Upon a unanimous vote of all Unit Mem- 
bers and the concurrence of the Unit Conunander, the Unit sluill 
provide the assistance and aid requested. 

7. Service outside the State Boundaries. The Unit may Not be 
used outside the state boundaries, except in times of invasion of 
the State of Montana or one of the several States of the Union; 
or in Regular United States Army, or Navy units without the 
unanimous approval of the Unit members. Unit Commander, as 
well as permission of the Governor and majority note of the 
Sanders County Commissioners. 

CHAPTER III 
OFFICERS AND MEMBERS 

1. Terms of Commission. The Unit Commander and his Offi- 
cers shall serve for a term of two years, except in times of gen- 
eral call-out, when continuity of the Unit may not be main- 
tained. No Unit Commander or Officer shall serve for more 
tliat two consecutive terms in liis present position. 

2. Loss of commission. 
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a. Unit Commands. The UiiH Cmunaiider dmU lose his 

commission upon leaving the Unit, or for conduct unbecoming 
an Officer as determined by a vote of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers of the Unit. 

b. Officers. An Officer shall lose his commission upon 
leaving the Unit, or for conduct unbecoming an Officer as de- 
termined by a vole of tow-thiids of the membefs of the Unit 

3. Diaobe^nce of Orders. The pmHty fior diaobeffiraoe of a 
Lawful Older of a siqierior shall be grounds for dismissal from 
the Unit. 

4. Removal from Unit. A member may be removed from Unit 
Alpha by a vote of two-thirds of the Unit 

5* Fair Hearing. No member, regardless of position, may be 
removed from Unit Alpha without a fiur heariiig determining the 
validity of the charges and/or aUegirtioiis tooi^^ 

6. Pay and Allowances. 

a. Fay. The Uidt shall conrist of members who are all vol- 
unteers and there shall be no paid positions. 

b. Uniforms. Responsibiii^ and cost of ail uniforms shall be 
that of each member. 

c. Equipment. Responsibility and cost of all peraonal 
equipment shall be that of each member. 

d. Excqytions. Upon request by a mamber to the Unit 
Commander for assistance in procurim a uniform and/or 
equipment, die Unit Coaunander shall cm for a vote firooi tte 

Unit. Upon availablility will such request be granted. 

CHAPTER IV 
FUNDING AND PROPERTY 

1. Funding. 
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a. Dues. The Unit shall operate by the dues requiied firom 
each member.

b. Donations. The Unit will accept donations. However, 
The Unit shall not accept donations which would place any obli- 
gation upon The Unit 

c. Federal, State and/or Local Funding, Grants, Loans, etc. 
The Unit shall not accept any type of fun^iv from amr poUtical 
entity, except in times of genml call out No intermence by 
the federal government shall be tolerated. 

2. Proper^. 

a. Private. No property shall be used by the Unit without 
written consent of the lawful owner. 

b. Unit. Upon a unanimous vote and if funds are available, 
the Unit may purchase property (real and/or persomd) to the 
use of the Unit. 

3. Debt. At no time will the Unit go into debt. At no time will 
the Unit accept any donations in the form of funding or property 
(personal or real) from any member or non-member, unless that 
donation is free from all indebtedness. 



1. Association. This Unite shall provide support and informa- 
tion to other Units within the unorganized "Militia of Montana" 

for the most efficient accomplishment of the several Units, to 

whatever extent deemed appropriate regarding its mission and 
purpose. 

I 2. Dues. Each member of this Unit shall render to the Unit a 
$20.00 application fee at joining, and $3.00 per month for the 
administrative costs, supplies and equipment of the Unit 




ASSQCIATON 
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3. Civil Crimes. Commission of crimes against the constitution 

of the State of Montana and/or the Constitution of the United 
States of America shall be grounds for a hearing to determine 
the continued status of membership within the Unit. 

4. Discipline: Rules and Regulations. The rules and regulations 
govemiog the discipline of this Unit shall by made by the Unit

CHAPTER VI 

1. Sustaining Law. The Unit shall, at all times, sustain and 
support all of the Laws that are not in contradistinction to the , 
Constitution of the United States of America and the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Montana and the Laws of Nature (see Article 
VI, Par. 2, Constitution of the United States of America). i 

2. Justice. The Unit shall, at all times, be interested in fairness 
and justice. No member shall at any time exercise extortion, 
force, coercion or intimidation in receiving help or ud in his 

Unit's cause of efforts. No man shall ever receive into himself 
a personal emolument or benefit that is not available to all, not a 
reward or recompense for service or loss. 

3. Code of Conduct.. Members of the Unit shall always be un- 
der the authority of, and be subject to, the penalties of the Con- 
stitutional laws of the land and shall also be subject to the high- < 
est of moral standards, and when in the status of bting called up I 
as a member of a die Organized Militia, all appUodile rules land 
regulation of the Uniform Code of Military Justice, will apply. 

CHAPTER VII 

GENERAL f ROYiaONS 

1. Cooperation with Civil Authorities. 
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a. The Unit will at all times be respectful of the Rights of the 
citizens of this state, and respective of the civil authorities 
wherein it serves. 

b. It is the reqx>iisibility and duty of every member of this 
; Unit, and all officers who direct them, to NOT perform any ac- 

i ticm which is injurious to the rights, life, liberty, or property, of 
' the citizens of the State of Montana widiout due and just cause 

for the defense of the State of Montana and/or the United States 

of America, in the spirit and letter of the Constitutions of the 
aforementioned entities, and in upholding the aforesaid rights, 
life, liberty and property of all the citizens therein.

c. Put Down Insurrections. The Unit shall be used to sup- 
press insurrection against the laws of the State of Montana 
and/or the County of Sander which are held to be Constitutional 
under the Constitution of the State of Montana and/or the Con- 
stitution of the United States of America. 

d. Repel Invasion of Armed Force of Men. The Unit may 

be called into service by any law enforcement officer, govern- 
t ment official of the city, county of state, or any private citizen 

who directly observes an armed force of men within the State of 
I Montana who are not authorized to assemble within the state by 

the Constitution of the State or the laws held secure thereunder. 

e. Provides for Domestic Tranquility. The Unit may be used 
to insure domestic tranquility in the penormance of service nec- 
essary to maintain the same: such as at times of earthquakes or 

! other natural or man made disasters which would inhibit the 

ability of civil authorities to maintain the peace and in such ser- 
' vice as is necessary to secure the safety, peace and just laws uf 
the state under the Consiilulion of the State. 

f. Sections c, d and e of this chapter shall be subject to 
Chapter II, Part 5 of these Rules and Regulations. 

2. Enforcement of Rules and Regulations. The Unit Comman- 
der shall be responsible for enforcing these Rules and Regula- 
tions of Unit Alpha, to the best of his ability.

CHAPTER 12 



INTERPRETING THE MEANING & PURPOSE QF THE 

SECOND AMENDMENT 
by Bernadine Smith 

Editor's note: The foUwing discussion is a continuation of 
material in the previous chapter. 

The framers of the Constitution were quite skilled in the use and 

drafting of the English language. By putting the militia at the 
forefront of the sentence which composes the Second 
Amendment of the Bill of Rights, they stressed the importance 
of the collective use of the right to arms. The collective use has 
equal status with the individual aspects of this absolute right. 

When the 1787 Constitution was ready to be submitted to the 
governors of the states for ratification, Patrick Henry, die im- 
mortal voice for liberty, lectured daily against it in the Virginia 
State House for three weeks, criticizing the Constitution^ warn- 
ing that it had been written " as if only good men will take of- 
fice! " He asked what they would do "when evil men took of- 
fice!" " When evil men take office, the whole g an g will be in 
collusion ." he declared, " and they will keep the people in utter 
ignorance and steal their liberty by ambuscade!" (Entrapment 
from a concealed position.) 

Henry asked, "What resistance could be made if the peq>le have 
no guns?" "Your laws on treason are a sham and a mockeiy 
because of their mutual implication." He told them that a major 

reason for objecting to the Constitution was that "it does not 

leave us the means for defending our rights or waging war 
against tyrants!" "This Constitution will trample on your fallen 
liberty!" he declared. Henry warned that the new federal gov- 
ernment was being given " too much money and too much 
power " and that it would end up consolidating all power unto it- 
self , converting us " into one solid empire." Among other things, 
one of the areas he felt needed modification and limitation was 
die use of the treaty power, an area in which he forecast that 
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" the president would lead in treason. " His fervor and graphic 
. description of "execrable tyranny" which would befall the peo- 
ple if they could not take arms against evil men who might take 
office, placed Patrick Henry in the fore-front of the effort to 
protect the natural rights of the people. He wanted the inmiedi- 
i ate opening of another Constitutional Convention to strengthen 
I part^ilar areas in the ConstiMkm. That suggestion not bdng 
workable, he said, "The least you can do is guard it with a BiU 
of Rights!" 

I Young James Madison saw no need for a Bill of Rights since the 
I new federal government was to exercise only those powers 
\ which were delegated to them. Henry said, "Let Mr. Madison 
! tell me when did liberty ever exist when the sword and the purse 
! were given up from the people? Unless a miracle shall inter- 
! pose, no nation ever did, nor ever can retain its liberty after the 
loss of the swmd and the purse.** At first Madison could not en- 
vision the possibility of tyranny happening under this ConsAtu- 
Han, Madison was blocked from talung a seat in the first Senate. 
That blow to one who had been the secretary of the Constitu- 
tional Convention caused him to re-think the probability of the 
' danger. His promise to follow through with a proposed Bill of 
I Rights garnered support for him to take a seat in the first House 
; of Representatives. So it was that the Bill of Rights, palladium 
of man's natural rights, was fmalized on Dec. 15, 1791 and it 
became the unrevokable and superior part of the Constitution, 
Patrick Henry placed all his hopes upon the vigilance of the 
; people of the future to protect the liberty tiiat he helped win in 
the War for Independence by their standing behind the Bill of 
Rights, forbidding any infringement or curtailment of not only 
I the Second Amendment, but the sworn oatii taken "to support 
and defend ihc Consuiuuon'. 

Thomas Jefferson, our 3rd president, supported the idea of a 
Bill of Rights, confirming the authority of the people by saying: 
**The strongest reason for the people to retain the right to keep 
and bear arms is> as a last resort, to protect themselves against 
tyranny in government." May the words Patrick Henry spoke 
, always be heeded through all the ages to come, as he cautioned: 
*'OiMurd with jealous attention the public liberty. Suspect every- 
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one who approaches thai jewel! Unfiortunately, nothing will pre- 
serve it but downright force and whenever you give up that 
force, you are inevitably ruined!"

DECLARATION 

When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessaiy for
